BARBERRIES    AND    MAHONIAS    CLASSIFIED    UNDER    BLACK     STEM-RUST 
QUARANTINE   REGULATIONS 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 320.  '  July  29.  1931. 

The  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  38, 
Revised,  provide  that  no  plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds,  or 
other  plant  parts  capable  of  propagation,  of  the  genera  Berberis,  Mahonia,  or 
Mahoberberis,  "  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  any 
State  of  the  continental  United  States  op  from  the  District  of  Columbia  into 
any  of  the  protected  States,  namely,  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan, 
Minnesota.  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin, 
and  Wyoming,  nor  from  any  one  of  said  protected  States  into  any  other  protect- 
ed State,  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  except  that  no  restrictions  are  placed  by  these 
regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  Japanese  barberry  (Berberis  thun- 
bergii)  or  any  of  its  horticultural  varieties."     [Reg.  2(a).] 

For  the  convenience  of  nurserymen  and  others  interested  in  the  shipment 
of  barberry  and  Mahonia  plants,  the  various  species  and  varieties  concerned 
are  classified  below  as  to  susceptibility.  The  classification  is  based  on  data 
obtained  by  the  Division  of  Barberry  Eradication  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry.  Further  tests  are  now  being  made  on  the  species  in  Group  D  and 
they  will  be  placed  in  their  proper  place  in  Groups  B  and  C  as  soon  as  sufficient 
experimental  evidence  is  available. 

The  protected  States  referred  to  under  Groups  B,  C,  and  D  are  the  13  bar 
berry  eradication  States  named  in  regulation  2  (a),  quoted  above.

A. BERBERIS    THUNBERGII    AND    ITS    RUST-IMMUNE    HORTICULTURAL    VARIETIES 

Permits  are  not  required  for  any  interstate  movement  of  Berberis  thun- 
bergii  or  of  the  rust-immune  varieties  thereof  under  the  regulations  of  the 
black  stem-rust  quarantine,  revised.  The  varieties  so  far  ■  as  tested  by  the 
department  are  as  follows:  Berberis  thunbergii.  B.  tliunbergii  atropurpurea, 
B.  thunbergii  maximoidczii,  B.  thunbergii  minor,  B.  thunbergii  pluriflora.  and

Permits  are  required  under  the  regulations  of  the  black  stem-rust  quarantine 
for  interstate  movement  of  the  following  species  or  varieties  into  the  pro- 
tected States  and  for  such  movement  from  any  protected  State  into  any  other

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  POSTMASTERS 

Black  Stem  Rust  Quarantine  No.  38,  Revised 

Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General, 

Washington,  August  7,  1931. 

The  attention  of  postmasters  is  called  to  a  revision  of  the  Black  Stem  Rust 
Quarantine  No.  38,  recently  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to 
become  effective  August  1,  1931. 

The  Black  Stem  Rust  Quarantine  No.  38,  which  has  been  in  effect  since 
May  1,  1919,  prohibits  the  shipment  of  31  species  of  Berberis  and,  as  amended, 
3  species  of  Mahonia,  from  35  eastern,  southern,  and  western  States  into  13 
north  central  States  which  have  been  engaged  in  barberry  eradication  for  the 
protection  of  grain  against  black  stem  rust  infection.  The  13  protected  States 
are  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming.  The  revised 
quarantine  will  include  the  13  protected  States  with  the  35  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  now  covered,  and  will  restrict  the  interstate  shipment  of 
Berberis  and  Mahonia  plants  among  the  protected  States. 

Under  an  additional  change  in  the  regulations,  nurseries  which  grow  only 
immune  species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  will  be  supplied  with  Federal  permits 
for  the  shipment  of  immune  species  into  and  between  the  13  protected  States. 

The  Japanese  barberry,  an  immune  species  planted  in  large  numbers  through- 
out the  United  States,  together  with  its  horticultural  varieties  may  be  shipped 
into  and  between  the  protected  States  without  permit  or  other  requirement, 
except  the  usual  nursery  inspection  certificate  mentioned  in  the  following 
paragraph. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement 
of  Berberis  or  Mahonia  between  the  35  eastern,  southern,  and  western  States 
in  which  barberry  eradication  is  not  being  carried  on.  However,  shipments  of 
this  kind  must  be  accompanied  with  the  usual  certificate  of  inspection  pre- 
scribed by  paragraph  2,  section  467,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations. 
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The  careful  attention  of  postmasters  is  invited  to  the  following  Revised 
Regulations  of  Quarantine  Order  No.  38,  on  account  of  the  black  stem  rust, 
effective  August  1,  1931 : 

Regulation  2.' — Restrictions  on  the  movement  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia 

(a)  No  Berberis  or  Mahonia  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  inter- 
state from  any  State  of  the  continental  United  States  or  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  into  any  of  the  protected  States,  namely,  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota.  Ohio,  South 
Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  nor  from  any  one  of  said  protected  States 
into  any  other  protected  State,  unless  a  permit  stiall  have  been  issued  therefor 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  except  that  no  restrictions 
are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  Japanese 
barberry  {Beroeris  thunbergii)  or  any  of  its  horticultural  varieties. 

(&)  No  Berberis  or  Mahonia  of  species,  varieties  or  hybrids  sufficiently 
susceptible  to  infection  by  black  stem  rust,  in  the  judgment  of  the  department 
to  involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  rust  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved, 
interstate  into  any  of  the  said  protected  States,  and  no  permit  will  be  issued 
authorizing  such  movement. 

(c)  No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  Berberis  or  Mahonia  consigned  to  destinations  located  outside  the  13 
protected  States  named  herein,  but,  as  above  stated,  such  parcels  must  be 
accompanied  with  the  usual  certificate  prescribed  by  paragraph  2,  section  467, 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations. 

Regulation  3. — Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  permits 

(a)  Applications. — Persons  intending  to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  inter- 
state into  any  of  the  protected  States  any  of  the  articles  the  movement  of 
which  is  restricted  under  Regulation  2,  shall  make  application  to  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  Washington,  D.  C,  for  permit  as  far 
as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable  date  of  shipment. 

Regulation  5. — Marking  requirements 

Every  parcel  of  restricted  articles  of  which  inspection  is  required  by  these 
regulations  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  bear,  securely 
attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  a  valid  permit  issued  by  an  inspector  in 
compliance  with  these  regulations.

AMENDMENT   NO.    1   TO   REVISED    RULES   AND   REGULATIONS    SUPPLEMENTAL   TO 
NOTICE    OF    QUARANTINE    NO.    43     (SIXTH    REVISION) 

(Approved  July  24,  1931;  effective  July  24,  1931) 

Under  authoritv  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315),  as*  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (39 
Stat.  1134,  11G5),  it  is  ordered  that  regulation  3  of  the  revised  rules  and  reg- 
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ulatkms  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  43  (sixth  revision),  on  ac- 
count of  the  European  corn  borer,  which  were  promulgated  January  19,  1931, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  3.     Regulated  Areas 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  43  (sixth  revi- 
sion), the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas  for  the  pur- 
pose of  these  regulations  the  States,  counties,  townships,  districts,  towns,  and 
cities  listed  below,  including  any  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  sub- 
divisions included  within  their  limits.  Such  regulated  areas  shall  consist  of  the 
2-generation  regulated  area  and  the  1-generation  regulated  area,  respectively, 
as  follows :

from  the  1-generation  regulated  area  to  the  2-generation  regulated  area  through 
nonregulated  territory.     In  addition,  provision  is  made  for  authorizing  move- 
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ment.  under  permit  and  seal,  of  trucks  and  other  road  vehicles  moving  between 
points  in  the  regulated  areas  but  passing  through  nonregulated  territory,  en 
route.

AMENDMENT   NO.   2   TO   REVISED   RULES   AND   REGULATIONS   SUPPLEMENTAL   TO

(1)  No  cornstalks,  ears,  or  other  parts  or  debris  of  corn  or  broomcorn 
plants  or  sorghums  or  Sudan  grass  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  in- 
terstate from  the  1-generation  regulated  area  to  any  point  outside  thereof  unless 
a  certificate  or  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor,  except  as  provided 
in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)   hereof. 

(2)  No  corn  on  the  cob  or  ears  of  corn  originating  within  the  1-generation 
regulated  area  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  such 
area  to  any  point  outside  thereof,  except  that  such  ear  corn  may  be  moved  with- 
out restriction  from  the  1-generation  to  the  2-generation  area  where  such  areas 
are  contiguous,  or  where  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading.  No  corn 
on  the  cob  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas  and  moved  to  the  1-genera- 
tion regulated  area  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  such 
area  to  any  point  outside  thereof  (except  into  the  2-generation  area  where 
such  areas  are  contiguous  or  where  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of 
lading)  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor. 

(3)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  from  the  1-gen- 
eration regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  at  any  time  of 
the  year,  of  shelled  corn,  broomcorn  seed,  sorghum  seed,  Sudan-grass  seed, 
celery,  beans,  beets,  rhubarb,  oat  or  rye  straw  as  such  or  when  used  as  pack- 
ing, nor  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos,  zinnia, 
hollyhock,  gladiolus,  and  dahlia. 

SECTION    B.    RESTRICTIONS    ON    MOVEMENT    FROM    2-GENEBATION    REGULATED    AREA 

(1)  No  cornstalks,  ears,  or  other  parts  or  debris  of  corn  or  broomcorn  plants 
or  sorghums  or  Sudan  grass  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate 
from  the  2-generation  regulated  area  to  any  point  outside  thereof,  unless  a 
certificate  or  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  hereof. 

(2)  No  corn  on  the  cob  or  ears  of  corn  originating  within  either  the  1-gen- 
eration or  the  2-generation  regulated  area  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be 
moved  interstate  from  the  2-generation  area  to  any  point  outside  thereof.  No 
corn  on  the  cob  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas  and  moved  to  the  2-gen- 
eration regulated  area  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from 
such  area  to  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have 
been  issued  therefor:  Provided.  That  no  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  move- 
ment of  green  corn  on  the  cob  from  the  2-generation  area  during  the  period 
from  January  1  to  June  14,  inclusive,  and  no  permit  will  be  required  for  such 
movement  during  that  period. 

(3)  No  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  dahlia,  or 
gladiolus  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  the  2-genera- 
tion regulated  area  to  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  a  certificate  or  permit 
shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
No  restrictions  are,  however,  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  bulbs  and 
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roots  of  dahlia  and  gladiolus  without  stems,  and  no  certificate  or  permit  will 
be  required  for  such  movement. 

(4)  No  Lima  beans  in  the  pod,  green  shell  beans1  in  the  pod,  beets  with 
tops,  or  rhubarb,  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  the 
2-generation  regulated  area  to  any  point  outside  thereof  during  the  period  from 
June  1  to  December  31,  inclusive,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been 
issued  therefor  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  No  restric- 
tions are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  such  articles  during  the  period 
from  January  1  to  May  31,  inclusive,  and  no  certificate  or  permit  will  be 
required  for  such  movement  during  that  period. 

(5)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  from  the  2^genera- 
tion  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  at  any1  time  of 
the  year,  of  shelled  corn,  broomcorn  seed,  sorghum  seed,  Sudan-grass  seed, 
string  or  wax  beans,  oat  or  rye  straw,  celery,  or  the  cut  flowers  or  entire 
plants  of  cosmos,  zinnia,  or  hollyhock. 

SECTION   C.    GENERAL    PROVISIONS 

(1)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  when  they  shall  have  been  manufactured,  processed,  or 
treated  in  such  a  manner  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  no  infesta- 
tion could  be  transmitted. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  moved  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regu- 
lated area  when  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

(3)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  either  between  points  within  the  same  regulated  area 
or  from  the  1-generation  regulated  area  to  the  2-generation  regulated  area : 
Provided,  That  if  such  articles  pass  through  any  nonregulated  area,  such 
movement  must  be  either  under  permit  or  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

Regulation    6.    Conditions    Governing    the    Issuance    of    Certificates    and 

Permits 

(a)  Applications;  assembling  articles  for  inspection. — Persons  intending  to 
move  or  allow  to  be  moved  interstate  plants  and  plant  products  for  which 
certificates  or  permits  are  required  by  these  regulations  shall  make  applica- 
tion therefor  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable  date  of  shipment. 
Applicants  for  inspection  will  be  required  to  assemble  the  articles  to  be 
inspected  and  so  place  them  that  they  can  be  readily  examined.  If  not  so 
placed,  inspection  may  be  refused.  All  charges  for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor 
incident  to  inspection  other  than  the  services  of  inspectors  shall  be  paid  by 
the  shipper. 

(6)  Individual  packages  or  car  lots. — Certificates  of  inspection  authorizing 
the  interstate  movement  of  individual  packages  or  car  lots  of  restricted  arti- 
cles may  be  issued  under  either  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  When  the 
articles  to  be  so  moved  have  actually  been  inspected  and  found  free  from 
infestation;  (2)  when  the  articles  have  been  disinfected  or  treated  under  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector  in  such  a  manner  as  to  eliminate  all  risk  of 
transmitting  infestation. 

(c)  Uninfested  premises. — Certificates  of  inspection  good  for  a  period  of  30 
days  from  the  date  of  inspection,  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  the 
articles  enumerated,  may  be  issued  when  the  articles  to  be  so  moved  have 
been  grown  on  individual  premises  or  in  districts  within  a  regulated  area 
which  have  been  determined  by  an  inspector  to  be  free  from  corn-borer  infes- 
tation and  to  be  maintained  in  such  a  condition  of  freedom  from  weeds  and 
other  extraneous  vegetation  as  to  prevent  possibility  of  the  appearance  of  the 
corn  borer  through  such  agencies. 

(d)  Articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas. — Articles  of  which 
the  interstate  movement  is  restricted  by  these  regulations  which  originate 
outside  the  regulated  areas  may  be  shipped  interstate  from  points  within  the 
regulated  areas  to  points  outside  such  areas  under  certificate  or  permit.  Cer- 
tificates or  permits  will  be  issued  only  for  plants  and  plant  products  which 
are  not  infested  with  the  corn  borer,  and  transportation  companies  shall  not 

1  This  term  includes  varieties  variously  known  as  cranberry  or  horticultural  shell  beans, 
Out  does  not  include  dry  beans,  shelled  Lima  or  other  beans,  or  string  or  wax  beans. 
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accept  or  move  interstate  from  within  the  regulated  areas  such  plants  and 
plant  products  originating  outside  such  areas  unless  each  shipment  is  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  or  permit  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

(e)  Highway  movement  through  nonregulated  areas. — Permits  may  be  issued 
for  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  by  truck  or  other  road  vehi- 
cle between  points  within  the  same  regulated  area  or  from  the  1-generation 
regulated  area  to  the  2-generation  regulated  area  when  such  movement  is 
through  a  nonregulated  area,  on  condition  that  such  vehicle  shall  have  seals 
affixed  by  the  inspector  at  the  point  of  origin,  which  seals  shall  remain  intact 
until  examined  by  an  inspector  at  destination.

ANNOUNCEMENT    RELATING   TO    FRUIT    AND    VEGETABLE 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  56) 

CUBAN   CITRUS    FRUIT  MAY  ENTER   SOUTHERN  PORTS 

(Press  notice) 

September  21,  1931. 

Citrus  fruit,  from  Cuba  and  Isle  of  Pines,  which  heretofore  has  been  allowed 
to  enter  under  permit  at  northern  ports  only,  may  now  be  entered  under  permit, 
inspected  and  released  at  any  port  in  the  United  States  where  plant  quarantine 
inspectors  are  stationed  so  far  as  Federal  plant  quarantine  regulations  are 
concerned,  according  to  a  statement  issued  to-day  by  Lee  A.  Strong,  Chief  of 
the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration. 

In  1923  provision  was  made  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  quarantine  covering 
the  entry  of  these  products  from  foreign  countries  for  the  importation  of  Cuban 
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citrus  fruit  at  New  York  or  other  northern  ports  designated  in  the  permits.  As 
a  result  of  five  surveys  conducted  by  experienced  entomologists  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  Cuba  and  the  Isle  of  Pines  during  the  fruit  seasons  of 
1923  and  1924,  provision  was  made  September  23,  1924,  for  the  entry  under 
permit  at  Key  West  of  citrus  fruit  from  Cuba,  including  the  Isle  of  Pines, 
when  shipped  in  sealed  refrigerator  cars  for  immediate  transportation,  entry, 
and  inspection  at  St.  Louis  and  Chicago.  Subsequently  provision  was  made 
for  the  entry  of  this  fruit  through  New  Orleans  under  the  same'conditions  as 
those  governing  movement  through  Key  West. 

In  making  provision  for  the  entry  of  Cuban  and  Isle  of  Pines  citrus  fruit  at 
all  ports  the  department  was  influenced  by  the  fact  that  inspection  of  this 
fruit  at  northern  and  interior  ports  over  a  period  of  seven  years  has  failed  to 
show  that  it  is  infested  with  fruit  flies.  Moreover,  the  fruit  as  now  shipped 
to  the  United  States  is  so  graded  and  packed  as  to  practically  preclude  the 
possibility  of  contamination  with  leaves  or  other  portions  of  the  plant  which 
might  be  the  means  of  introducing  the  citrus  black  fly,  a  condition  which 
formerly  did  not  prevail. 

The  permanency  of  this  provision  is  contingent  upon  continued  freedom 
of  the  fruit  concerned  from  fruit  flies  or  the  inclusion  of  leafage  which  may 
be  the  means  of  introducing  the  citrus  black  fly.

FUMIGATION  OF  BERRIES  WITH  ETHYLENE  OXIDE  AS  A  CONDITION  OF  CERTIFI- 
CATION   UNDER    THE    JAPANESE-BEETLE    QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS 

(Authorized  under  regulation  5,   section  B.   paragraph   2,   Quarantine  48,   revision  of 
November  3,  1930,  effective  November  10,  1930) 

(Issued  July  14,  1931  ;  effective  July  14,  1931) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 316. 

The  revision  of  the  regulations  of  Quarantine  48,  effective  November  10, 
1930,  provides,  under  regulation  5,  section  B,  paragraph  2,  that  "  When  farm 
products  have  been  handled  or  treated  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector 
in  manner  and  by  method  to  free  them  from  any  infestation,"  certificates  may 
be  issued  for  interstate  movement  to  points  outside  the  generally  infested 
area  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive. 

The  fumigation  of  berries  with  carbon  disulphide  has  been  authorized  under 
these  provisions  and  has  been  applied  with  satisfactory  results.  Further  ex- 
perimentation also  indicates  that  fumigation  of  berries  with  ethylene  oxide 
under  the  proper  conditions  and  with  the  requisite  dosage  will  destroy  all  the 
adult  Japanese  beetles  that  may  be  present.  The  following  method  of  fumiga- 
tion of  berries  is  therefore  authorized  as  one  of  the  conditions  under  which 
certificates  may  be  granted  for  the  interstate  movement  of  berries  from  the 
generally  infested  area  during  the  period  June  15  to  October  15,  inclusive: 
•  The  berries  in  the  ordinary  commercial  containers  shall  be  fumigated  by 
holding  them  in  a  tight  room  for  a  period  of  two  hours  in  the  presence  of 
volatilized  ethylene  oxide  which  is  to  be  applied  in  a  dosage  of  2  pounds  per 
1,000  cubic  feet  of  space  including  the  space  occupied  by  the  berries.  The 
temperature  of  the  fruit  and  the  room  during  fumigation  shall  be  75°  F.  or 
above. 

This  treatment  has  been  effective  in  destroying  the  Japanese  beetle  and  no 
injury  has  been  evident  in  raspberries,  blackberries,  and  dewberries  fumigated 
experimentally  by  this  method.  Some  slight  injury  has  been  observed  in  blue- 
berries when  exposed  to  ethylene  oxide  in  the  concentrations  required  to 
destroy  all  the  beetles.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  or  its  employees  are 
not  responsible  in  any  way  for  any  damage  that  may  occur  in  the  application 
of  this  process. 

This  authorization  is  subject  to  modification  or  cancellation  if  the  commercial 
large-scale  employment  of  ethylene  oxide  as  directed  at  any  time  proves  inade- 
quate as  a  safeguard  to  prevent  risk  of  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle.

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FUMIGATION  OF  BANANAS  IN  CAR  LOTS  WITH  HYDROCYANIC  ACID  AS  A  CON- 
DITION OF  CERTIFICATION  UNDER  THE  JAPANESE-BEETLE  QUARANTINE 
REGULATIONS 

(Authorized  uuder  regulation  5,  section  B,   paragraph  2,  Quarantine  48,  revision  of 
November  3,  1930,  effective  November  10,  1930) 

(Issued  July  14,  1931  ;  effective  July  14,  1931) 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— 317. 

The  revision  of  the  regulations  of  Quarantine  48,  effective  November  10, 
1930,  provides  under  regulation  5,  section  B,  paragraph  2,  that  "  When  farm 
products  have  been  handled  or  treated  under  the' supervision  of  an  inspector 
in  manner  and  by  method  to  free  them  from  any  infestation,"  certificates  may  be 
issued  for  interstate  movement  to  points  outside  the  generally  infested  area 
between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive. 

The  fumigation  of  bananas  in  carload  lots  with  calcium  cyanide  has  been 
practiced  for  some  time  and  has  proved  to  be  an  effective  means  of  killing 
adult  Japanese  beetles.  Further  evidence  now  indicates  that  hydrocyanic  acid 
held  in  disks  of  absorbent  material  can  also  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  following  method  of  fumigating  bananas  in  carload  lots  is  therefore 
authorized  as  one  of  the  conditions  under  which  certificates  may  be  granted 
for  the  interstate  movement  of  bananas  from  the  generally  infested  area 
during  the  period  June  15  to  October  15,  inclusive : 

Loading  the  bananas  in  refrigerator  cars  in  the  usual  manner  for  shipment, 
closing  the  hatch  openings  tightly,  and  applying  1%  pounds  of  hydrocyanic 
acid  held  in  absorbent  matter  in  disks  spread  out  in  paper  trays  or  paper-lined 
trays  at  least  2  by  6  feet  in  area  on  top  of  the  load  of  bananas  at  the  doorway 
of  the  car.  then  closing  the  doors  tightly.  The  car  must  remain  closed  for  a 
period  of  one  hour.  The  air  temperature  at  the  time  of  fumigation  must  be 
75°  F.  or  above. 

This  treatment  has  been  applied  experimentally  to  commercial  shipments 
without  injury  to  the  appearance  or  edibility  of  the  bananas.  The  Department 
of  Agriculture,  or  its  employees,  however,  are  not  responsible  in  any  way  for 
any  damage  that  may  occur  in  the  application  of  this  process. 

This  authorization  is  subject  to  modification  or  cancellation  if  the  commercial 
large-scale  employment  of  hydrocyanic  acid  as  directed  at  any  time  proves 
inadequate  as  a  safeguard  to  prevent  risk  of  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle.

SUPPLEMENT    NO.    5     TO     INSTRUCTIONS    ON     THE    DISINFECTION     OF    NURSERY 
PRODUCTS    FOR    JAPANESE    BEETLES 

Treatment  of  Soil  with  Lead  Arsenate 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 322.  August  17,  1931. 

Instructions  were  issued  to  administration  inspectors  on  July  8.  1929  (P.  Q. 
C.  A. — 289).  authorizing  the  use  of  lead  arsenate  for  the  treatment  of  soil  around 
plants  as  a  basis  of  certification  under  the  provisions  of  Notice  of  Quarantine 
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No,  48  [regulation  6,  section  B  (3)  and  (4)].     Section  E  of  these  instructions 
was  revised  on  September  17,  1930,  in  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 293. 

That  section  is  now  further  revised  to  provide  that  plants  growing  in  fields 
which  have  been  treated  with  lead  arsenate  for  two  successive  years  may  be 
lifted  on  or  after  September  20  instead  of  October  1  as  heretofore,  and  to  require 
the  completion  of  such  treatment  by  July  1  of  each  year  hereafter  in  place  of 
August  1.     This  section  as  amended  reads  as  follows : 

E.    LEAD    ARSENATE    FIELD    TREATMENTS 

Material. — Powdered  acid  lead  arsenate. 

Condition  of  the  soil. — The  soil  must  be  friable  and  in  good  tilth.  The 
treatment  is  recommended  only  for  soils  which  are  slightly  acid  or  neutral 
in  reaction. 

Season. — Where  the  treatment  is  to  be  used  as  a  basis  of  certification 
between  September  20  and  the  following  June  15,  the  arsenate  must  be 
applied  before  July  1.  Because  of  differences  of  seasonal  conditions  it  may 
in  other  years  be  necessary  to  modify  these  dates. 

Dosage. — Lead  arsenate  must  be  applied  at  the  rate  of  1,500  pounds  to 
the  acre,  which  is  equivalent  to  35  pounds  to  1.000  square  feet. 

Application. — (1)  Plants  growing  in  roics. — Cultivate  the  soil  thor- 
oughly, working  it  away  from  the  plants,  breaking  out  all  middles ;  remove 
at  least  2  inches  of  soil  from  about  the  base  of  the  plants.  The  appli- 
cation may  be  broadcast  or  applied  with  a  suitable  fertilizer  distributor 
or  lime  drill.  It  is  essential  that  the  application  is  uniform  over  the  entire 
surface  of  the  ground.  The  soil  must  then  be  cultivated  so  that  the  lead 
arsenate  is  uniformly  mixed  with  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  at  least  3  inches. 
The  cultivator  should  be  adjusted  to  throw  the  soil  toward  the  rows  and 
to  obtain  at  least  3  inches  of  poisoned  soil  at  the  base  of  the  plants.  In 
order  to  secure  the  thorough  distribution  desired  the  soil  in  the  rows 
must  be  hoed  by  hand  after  cultivation. 

(2).  Individual  plants. — The  treatment  of  individual  plants  is  essentially 
a  hand  operation.  The  soil  must  be  treated  in  a  manner  to  obtain  the 
same  conditions  as  are  required  for  trees  planted  in  rows.  The  area  to 
be  treated  must  never  be  less  than  10  feet  in  diameter  and  must  be  at 
least  6  feet  greater  in  diameter  than  the  diameter  of  the  soil  ball  to  be 
removed  with  the  tree. 

Period  of  treatment. — Plants  to  be  shipped  during  the  fall,  winter,  or 
spring  following  the  first  summer  that  the  plot  in  which  they  were  grown 
was  treated  must  not  be  removed  from  the  treated  soil  before  October  1. 
Where  the  plot  in  which  the  plants  are  growing  has  been  leaded  two  or 
more  successive  seasons,  the  plants  must  not  be  removed  from  the  treated 
soil  before  September  20. 

These  instructions  shall  supersede  and  cancel  the  instructions  given  in 
circular  P.  Q.  C.  A.— 293.

NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  TO  CONSIDER  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF  EXTENDING 
THE  QUARANTINE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  JAPANESE  BEETLE  TO  THE  STATES 
OF  OHIO  AND   SOUTH   CAROLINA 

September  17,  1931. 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  Japanese  beetle 
(Popillia  japonica  Newm.),  a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  heretofore  not 
widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  which, 
is  known  to  exist  in  portions  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,.  Mary^ 
land,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Virginia,  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  has  recently  been  discovered  also  in 
the  States  of  Ohio  and  South  Carolina.  It  appears  necessary  therefore  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  revising  the  quarantine  on  account  of  this  pest  to; 
include  the  States  of  Ohio  and  South  Carolina  within  the  quarantined  area  and 
of  restricting  or  prohibiting  the  movement  from  those  States  or  from  any 
infested  districts  determined  therein  of  (1)  farm,  garden,  and  orchard,  products 
of  all  kinds;  (2)  grain  and  forage  crops  of  all  kinds;  (3)  nursery.,  ornamental;. 
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and  greenhouse  stock,  and  all  other  plants;  and    (4)    sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure. 

Notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  that  in  accordance  with  the  plant  quarantine 
act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315).  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before 
the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
United  States  National  Museum,  Washington,  D.  C,  at  10  a.  m.,  on  October  8. 
1931,  in  order  that  any  person  interested  in  the  proposed  revision  of  the  quaran- 
tine may  appear  and  be  heard  either  in  person  or  by  attorney.

REMOVAL    OF    JAPANESE-BEETLE    QUARANTINE    RESTRICTIONS    ON    THE 
INTERSTATE  MOVEMENT   OF   FARM  RRODUCTS 

Having  determined  that  the  active  period  of  the  Japanese  beetle  in  its  relation 
to  farm  products  has  already  ceased  for  the  present  season  and  that  it  is, 
therefore,  safe  to  permit  the  unrestricted  movement  of  the  farm  products  listed 
in  regulation  5  of  the  rules  and  regulations  (ninth  revision)  supplemental  to 
Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  from  the  regulated  area  as  defined  in  regulation  3 
of  said  revised  rules  and  regulations,  it  is  ordered  that  all  restrictions  on  the 
interstate  movement  of  the  articles  referred  to  above  are  hereby  removed  on 
and  after  September  28,  1931.  This  order  advances  the  termination  of  the 
restrictions  as  to  farm  products  provided  for  in  regulation  5  from  October  16  to 
September  28,  1931,  and  applies  to  this  season  only.

Note. — The  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  farm  products  which  are  termi- 
nated by  this  order  are  intended  to  be  in  force  only  during  the  period  when  the 
beetle  is  abundantly  present  and  in  active  flight.  It  is  Recognized  that  there 
is  no  risk  from  the  movement  of  such  products  after  this  period  has  terminated. 
During  the  past  week  the  department's  inspectors  have  found  no  beetles  in  farm 
products.  The  action  taken,  therefore,  is  merely  to  terminate  the  restrictions 
on  the  movement  and  thus  stop  the  cost  of  administration  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

The  inspectors  are,  however,  still  rinding  beetles  in  cut  flowers.  Due  to  the 
prevailing  cool  evenings,  the  beetles  have  a  tendency  to  crawl  down  into  the 
flowers  for  protection.  Therefore,  the  restrictions  on  the  interstate  movement 
of  cut  flowers  and  other  portions  of  plants  will  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  October  15,  inclusive. 

Restrictions  on  the  movement  of  nursery,  ornamental,  and  greenhouse  stock 
and  all  other  plants  (except  cut  flowers  and  portions  of  plants  without  roots 
and  incapable  of  propagation)  are  in  force  throughout  the  year  and  are  not 
affected  by  this  announcement. 


ANNOUNCEMENT  RELATING  TO  MEXICAN  FRUIT  WORM 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  64) 

ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS 

Early  Beginning  of  Shipping  Period  Under  Mexican  Fruit  Worm  Quarantine 
Regulations  Authorized 

(Issued  under  section  A,  regulation  5,  Quarantine  No.  64) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 325.  September  9,  1931. 

Under  the  Mexican  fruit  worm  quarantine  regulations,  the  State  of  Texas 
is  providing  for  and  enforcing  a  host-free  period  in  Cameron,  Hidalgo  and 
Willacy  Counties  as  a  part  of  the  program  for  the  eradication  of  the  Mexican 
fruit  worm  (Anastrepha  ludens).  Under  section  A  of  regulation  5  of  Federal 
Quarantine  No.  64,  the  issuance  of  Federal  permits  for  the  movement  of  grape- 
fruit, oranges,   and  kumquats  from  that  area  is  conditioned  upon   the  main- 
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tenance  of  such  host-free  period  "  each  year  beginning  in  the  month  of  March 
and  continuing  for  seven  months  subject  to  such  modification  as  to  duration 
and  dates  of  commencement  and  termination  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture."  For  the  last  four  years  the  host- 
free  period  has  terminated  on  September  30,  and  no  restricted  fruit  has  been 
shipped  from  the  area  until  after  that  date. 

For  the  year  1931,  the  immediate  termination  of  such  host-free  period  on 
the  date  hereof  and  the  beginning  of  harvesting  and  shipping,  so  far  as  the 
Federal  quarantine  is  concerned,  is  authorized.  This  action  is  taken  on  the 
presentation  of  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  department  that  the  termination 
of  the  host-free*  period  at  this  time  is  desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  Mexican 
fruit  worm  control  and  that  it  does  not  involve  increase  of  risk  of  propagating 
that  insect.  The  grapefruit,  oranges,  and  kumquats  which  are  authorized 
shipment  from  the  area  concerned  are  now  ripening  and  the  prompt  harvesting 
and  shipment  of  such  fruit  as  ripens  during  the  remainder  of  September  will 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  eradication  program.

ANNOUNCEMENT  RELATING  TO  NARCISSUS-BULB  QUARANTINE 

(NO.  62) 

FUMIGATION  OF  NARCISSUS   BULBS  WITH   SODIUM   CYANIDE 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 319.  July  22,  1931. 

Experimental  work  with  various  fumigants  for  the  elimination  of  bulb-fly 
infestation  in  narcissus  bulbs  indicates  that  fumigation  with  sodium  cyanide  is 
at  least  equal  to  and  may  have  some  advantages  over  such  fumigation  with 
calcium  cyanide.  It  has  accordingly  been  recommended  by  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  that  such  sodium  cyanide  fumigation  be  authorized  as  an  alterna- 
tive treatment  under  regulation  3  [paragraph  (b,  2)]  of  the  narcissus-buib 
Quarantine  No.  62.     The  following  procedure  is  therefore  authorized : 

If  an  infestation  of  bulb  flies  alone  (that  is,  without  eelworms)  has  been  dis- 
closed as  a  result  of  field  or  storage  inspection,  certification  for  interstate  move- 
ment may  be  made  on  condition  that  the  bulbs  are  fumigated  under  the  direction 
of  and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  with  gaseous  hydrocyanic  acid 
generated  by  the  action  of  sulphuric  acid  on  sodium  cyanide.  The  bulbs  to  be 
treated  shall  be  exposed  in  trays,  not  more  than  two  layers  deep,  placed  in  a 
tight  room  "or  a  tight  box  with  a  tightly  closing  lid,  and  the  period  of  exposure 
shall  be  four  hours.  The  dosage  shall  be  7  ounces  of  sodium  cyanide  which  is 
at  least  50  per  cent  cyanogen,  10%  ounces  of  sulphuric  acid  testing  66°  Baume, 
and  14  ounces  of  water  for  each  100  cubic  feet  of  space  within  the  chamber, 
including  the  space  occupied  by  the  bulbs.  The  air  temperature  at  time  of 
treatment  shall  be  at  least  60°  F.,  and  not  more  than  75  per  cent  of  the  space 
in  the  fumigation  chamber  shall  be  occupied  by  the  bulbs  and  trays. 

Any  one  of  several  methods  may  be  employed  for  the  placing  of  the  sodium 
cyanide  in  the  sulphuric  acid  after  the  latter  is  diluted  with  water.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  is  extremely  dangerous  and  is  generated  by 
the  sulphuric  acid  with  great  rapidity  after  the  sodium  cyanide  is  placed  in  the 
acid,  growers  should  not  attempt  to  use  this  method  except  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  an  experienced  inspector.

ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS 

Use  of  Disinfectants  in  Hot-Water  Treatment  of  Narcissus  Bulbs 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 324.  September  3,  1931. 

In  connection  with  the  use  of  the  hot-water  treatment  prescribed  for  the 
elimination  of  infestation  in  narcissus  bulbs  under  the  foreign  and  domestic 
bulb  quarantine  regulations,  narcissus  growers  have  asked  the  department  for 
information  on  the  use  of  disinfectants  in  the  water  with  the  object  of  con- 
trolling basal  rot  and  other  fungous  growths  at  the  same  time.     The  Bureau  of 
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Plant  Industry  has  carried  out  a  series  of  experiments  in  the  Northeastern  and 
Northwestern  States  with  this  object  in  view  and  has  now  supplied  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  with  recommendations  based  on  '  the 
results  thus  far  secured  in  the  two  seasons  of  research  on  the  problem.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  given  below  are  passed  on  to 
the  State  officials  responsible  for  making  narcissus  inspections  under  the  Fed- 
eral quarantine  and  to  the  growers  for  their  information. 

The  use  of  disinfectants  is  not  prescribed  as  a  condition  of  meeting  the  require- 
ments for  the  entry  or  interstate  movement  of  the  bulbs,  and  no  changes  are 
made  at  this  time  in  the  Federal  regulations,  except  that  for  the  current  season, 
the  hot  water  used  for  treating  bulbs  from  plantings  or  varieties  in  which 
eelworm  infestation  has  been  found,  will  be  maintained  at  the  prescribed  tem- 
perature of  110°  to  111.5°  F.  for  not  less  than  three  hours,  computed  from  the 
time  the  water  regains  the  temperature  lost  when  the  bulbs  are  submerged. 

The  information  concerning  disinfectants  contained  herein  is  still  tentative 
and  is  supplied  without  assuming  responsibility  as  to  any.  injury  which  may 
result  from  the  use  of  the  materials  suggested.

Statement  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 

In  response  to  a  request  for  a  further  statement  from  this  bureau  regarding 
the  use  of  disinfectants  with  the  hot  water  treatment  of  narcissus  bulbs,  the 
following  statement  has  been  prepared  by  Doctor  Weiss : 

The  fungicides  for  combining  with  the  hot-water  treatment  of  narcissus 
bulbs  which  were  suggested  in  an  article  published  in  the  Florists  Exchange, 
September  20,  1930,  have  been  further  tested  experimentally  and  have  been 
tried  on  a  commercial  scale  by  a  number  of  growers.  The  results  in  general 
as  reported  by  the  growers  have  been  very  favorable.  In  a  few  instances,  how- 
aver,  the  treated  bulbs  showed  certain  defects,  which  may  have  been  caused  or 
aggravated  by  the  treatment.  An  examination  of  the  reported  instances  of 
injury  showed  that  in  practically  every  case  the  bulbs  were  in  questionable 
condition  when  treated,  having  been  previously  damaged  by  frost  or  by  over- 
heating in  transit ;  in  other  cases  the  bulbs  were  treated  and  planted  too  late 
to  justify  the  expectation  of  favorable  results,  and  in  still  others  errors  were 
made  in  computing  the  amount  of  chemical  required  for  the  treatment  and 
particularly  in  using  procedures  that  were  not  recommended  in  adding  chemical 
to  maintain  the  concentration  during  the  treatment.  These  unfavorable  results 
were  recognized  by  the  growers  themselves  as  of  minor  consequence  in  view 
of  the  very  material  benefits  usually  evident  from  the  addition  of  a  disin- 
fectant to  the  standard  hot-water  treatment,  and  in  most  instances  even  the 
growers  who  experienced  some  difficulty  are  not  hesitating  to  continue  the 
combination  treatment     *     *     *. 

The  fact  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  *  *  *  neither  the  hot-water  treat- 
ment nor  the  disinfectant  should  be  expected  to  heal  bulbs  which  are  already 
injured  by  frost,  overheating,  various  animal  pests,  and  fungous  decay.  Fur- 
thermore, the  same  precautions  should  be  observed  in  treating  at  a  proper  stage 
of  development  or  dormancy,  and  the  same  care  exercised  as  to  sorting  out 
obviously  unfit,  bulbs  before  the  treatment  as  would  be  expected  in  the  hot- 
water  treatment  alone.  Finally,  these  recommendations  should  not  be  inter- 
preted as  advising  the  use  of  a  disinfectant  in  all  cases,  as  they  are  intended 
only  for  those  conditions  where  there  is  danger  of  generally  contaminating 
the  stock  because  of  the  presence  of  bulbs  infected  with  fungous  rots. 

The  formulae  given  below  are  stated  first  in  the  units  in  which  the  capacity 
of  treating  tanks  is  usually  measured — that  is,  pounds,  ounces,  etc.- — of  chemical 
per  cubic  foot  of  tank  capacity ;  and  second,  in  units  of  chemical  per  gallon 
(or  multiple)  of  tank  capacity. 

With  the  formulae  given  the  temperature  during  the  treatment  should  not 
exceed  111.5°  F.,  nor  fall  below  110°,  and  the  treatment  should  not  exceed 
three  hours  after  the  time  this  temperature  is  reached. 

HOT-WATER    AND    DISINFECTANT    TREATMENT     SIMULTANEOUSLY 

Since  most  bulb-treating  tanks  are  of  metal  construction  or  contain  metal 
parts,  such  as  steam  pipes,  shafts,  propellers,  etc.,  the  use  of  mercury  bichloride 
as  a  disinfectant  is  not  feasible,  and  no  recommendation  regarding  its  use  is 
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made.  Tlie  formulae  given  below  can  be  safely  used  in  tanks  made  of  plate  or 
sheet  iron  or  having  iron  or  brass  parts. 

Formaldehyde. — Determine  the  capacity  of  the  tank  in  cubic  feet.  Multiply 
this  by  0.15,  which  gives  the  number  of  pints  of  commercial  (37.5  to  40  per 
cent)  formaldehyde  required  If  the  capacity  of  the  tank  is  known  in  gallons. 
use  1  pint  of  commercial  formaldehyde  to  50  gallons  of  water.  A  cubic  foot 
of  water  contains  7.48  gallons,  or  nearly  60  pints.  The  formaldehyde  is  use;! 
in  the  proportion  of  1  part  to  400  parts  of  water.  Example:  If  a  tank  is  3^ 
feet  wide,  3%  feet  deep  when  filled  to  its  working  level,  and  8%  feet  long,  its 
capacity  in  cubic  feet  is  3.5X3.5X8.5=104.125.  Multiplying  104.125  by  0.15 
gives  15.6,  the  number  of  pints  of  formaldehyde  required.  For  fractional  parts 
of  a  pint  it  should  be  recalled  that  0.1  pint  equals  approximately  3  tablespoon- 
furs  or  1.6  fluid  ounces. 

The  addition  of  formaldehyde  increases  the  effectiveness  of  the  hot-water 
treatment  against  the  bulb  nematode,  and  in  cases  where  a  general  eelworm 
infestation  is  involved  this  would  be  the  most  advisable  disinfectant  to  use. 
Formaldehyde  does  not  weaken  with  use.  and  therefore  no  additions  between 
treatments  are  required,  but  it  is  advisable  to  drain  the  solution  and  clean 
the  tank  after  about  four  successive  treatments.  There  should  also  be  enough 
reserve  solution  of  the  original  strength  on  hand  to  restore  the  level  after  each 
batch  of  bulbs  is  treated. 

From  the  standpoint  of  basal-rot  control  and  the  effect  on  the  growth  of  the 
bulb  the  following  treatments  are  preferable : 

Ceresan  {ethyl  mercuric  chloride,  2  per  cent). — Multiply  the  number  of  cubic- 
feet  capacity  by  0.3.  This  gives  the  number  of  pounds  of  chemical  required. 
Stated  otherwise,  the  formula  is  1  pound  to  25  gallons.  Example:  A  tank  3^ 
by  3V2  by  &V2  feet  has  104.125  cubic  feet  capacity;  104.125X0.3=31,  the  number 
of  pounds  of  Ceresan  required.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  1  pound  of  Ceresan  to  25 
gallons  of  water.  This  solution  weakens  somewhat  with  use,  but  no  positive 
way  of  maintaining  the  concentration  at  a  definite  level  has  been  suggested  by 
the  manufacturers.  A  uniform  concentration  can  be  approximated  by  pre- 
paring a  reserve  supply  of  solution  of  the  same  strength  as  that  used  in  the 
tank  and  adding  this  to  the  tank  to  restore  the  original  level  after  each  batch 
of  bulbs  is  treated.  The  solution  in  the  tank  may  then  be  used  for  from  four 
to  eight  successive  batches,  depending  on  the  accumulation  of  dirt  in  the  tank, 
before  a  complete  change  and  cleaning  are  required.  It  is  not  advisable  to  add 
any  Ceresan  directly  to  the  solution  during  or  between  treatments. 

Semesan  (hydroxinnercurichlorophcnol,  30  per  cent). — Multiply  the  number 
of  cubic  feet  capacity  by  0.15,  which  gives  the  amount  of  Semesan  required  in 
pounds.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  1  pound  to  50  gallons  of  water.  A  reserve 
supply  of  solution  of  twice  this  concentration  (2  pounds  to  50  gallons)  should  be 
prepared  and  added  to  the  tank  to  restore  the  original  level  after  each  treat- 
ment. The  solution  should  be  discarded  entirely  after  using  four  times.  This 
treatment  is  to  be  recommended  especially  if  the  bulbs  are  in  poor  condition 
due  to  frost  injury  and  fungous  decay,  or  are  of  varieties  which  characteristi- 
cally produce  soft  "  loose-necked  "  bulbs.  It  must  not  be  expected  that  bulbs 
which  are  in  such  condition  can  be  perfectly  preserved,  but  further  deteriora- 
tion can  usually  be  checked  and  the  better  bulbs  salvaged  by  use  of  this 
treatment     *     *     *. 

HOT-WATEE    TREATMENT    WITH    SUBSEQUENT    DISINFECTION 

In  cases  where  the  grower  prefers  to  use  the  standard  hot-water  treatment 
without  chemicals  but  desires  to  control  fungous  growth  in  connection  with  the 
treatment,  the  process  can  be  carried  out  in  two  stages.  It  is  essential  that 
the  disinfectant  treatment  follow  the  hot-water  treatment  at  once  or  within  a 
few  hours  during  which  the  bulbs  are  dried  as  rapidly  as  possible.  In  order 
to  reduce  handling  of  the  bulbs  to  a  minimum  it  is  suggested  that  the  bulbs  be 
treated  with  a  disinfectant  immediately  after  removing  them  from  the  hot 
water-  and  that  they  either  be  planted  at  once  after  disinfection  or  spread  out 
in  shallow  trays  and  placed  in  the  best  available  drying  conditions.  Although 
no  specific  experiments  with  the  point  in  view  have  been  made,  it  seems  ad- 
visable that  the  disinfectant  solution  should  be  warmed  somewhat  so  as  to 
avoid  plunging;  the  bulbs  immediately  into  a  cold  liquid  after  removal  from  the 
hot  water.     The  following  materials  and  periods  of  treating  may  be  used: 
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Mercury  bichloride  (corrosive  sublimate). — For  use  in  wood,  concrete,  or 
stoneware  vessels  only.  Use  4  ounces  to  30  gallons  of  water.  Soak  the  bulbs 
for  20  to  30  minutes.     Renew  tbe  solution  after  six  to  eight  batches. 

Semesan  (hydroxymercurichlorophenol,  30  per  cent). — Use  1  pound  to  25  gal- 
lons of  water.  Soak  the  bulbs  for  30  minutes.  Renew  the  solution  after  eight 
batches  have  been  treated. 

Geresan  (ethyl  mercuric  chloride,  2  per  cent). — Use  1  pound  to  10  gallons  of 
water.  Dip  the  bulbs  for  one  to  two  minutes,  using  a  loose-mesh  bag,  wire 
basket,  or  slat  crate  as  a  holder.  I^et  the  surplus  solution  drain  back  into 
the  vessel  when  removing  the  bulbs.  Prepare  an  entirely  new  solution  when 
about  half  the  original  volume  is  used  up.

LIMITATIONS  ON  SPECIAL-PERMIT  PLANT  MATERIAL  ENTERED  FOR  PROPAGA- 
TION PURPOSES  UNDER  REGULATION  14  OF  QUARANTINE  NO.  37,  NURSERY- 
STOCK,  PLANT,  AND   SEED  QUARANTINE 

(Approved  July  14,  1931;  effective  July  17,  1931) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 278.    Revised  July  14,  1931. 

Provision  is  made  in  regulation  14  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
to  Quarantine  37,  nursery-stock,  plant,  and  seed  quarantine,  for  the  importation 
under  permit  "  in  limited  quantities  and  under  conditions  and  safeguards  to 
be  prescribed  in  such  permits,  of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
*  *  *  for  |-iie  purpose  of  keeping  the  country  supplied  with  new  varieties  and 
necessary  propagating  stock  or  for  any  necessary  experimental,  educational,  or 
scientific  purpose." 

When  this  circular,  effective  July  1,  1930,  was  first  issued,  the  opinion  was 
expressed  therein  that,  in  the  period  which  had  elapsed  since  the  effective 
date  of  the  quarantine,  the  horticultural  interests  of  this  country  had  had 
ample  opportunity  to  build  up  stocks  of  standard  varieties  of  plants  and  adjust 
their  operations  to  the  new  conditions  which  followed  the  promulgation  of  the 
quarantine  in  1919.  During  1928  and  1929  most  growers  confined  their  re- 
quests for  special-permit  stock  to  small  quantities  of  new  species  and  varieties 
or  novelties.  It  seemed  evident  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  continued 
assumption  of  needless  pest  risk  through  further  importations  of  these  re- 
stricted plants  in  such  large  numbers  as  had  theretofore  been  permitted. 

The  horticultural  and  other  specialists  of  the  department  recently  reviewed 
the  limits  established  July  1,  1930,  in  the  light  of  evidence  accumulated  during 
the  past  year  and  have  recommended  a  modification  of  the  quantity  limits  for 
certain  genera  to  conform  more  nearly  to  what  appears  to  be  the  actual  needs 
of  the  American  grower,  taking  into  account  the  pest  risk  involved.  These 
recommendations  have  been  adopted  and  are  incorporated  in  the  revised  list 
of  representative  genera  which  is  given  on  the  following  pages.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  revised  list  contains  certain  items  which  were  omitted  in  the 
previous  issue. 

The  limitations,  effective  July  17,  1931,  fix  the  maximum  quantity  of  each 
genus  or  type  that  may  be  imported  for  propagation  by  any  permittee  in  any 
one  year.  Within  this  maximum  quantity,  species  and  named  varieties  not 
available  in  the  United  States  may  be  imported  in  any  quantity  desired.  For 
example,  taking  Acacia,  tbe  first  item  on  the  accompanying  list,  a  permittee 
may  import  200  plants  of  any  one  variety  not  already  available  in  this  country, 
or  one  or  more  plants  of  several  such  varieties,  provided  his  total  Acacia 
importations  for  the  year  do  not  exceed  200  plants.  Moreover,  a  permittee 
may  exhaust  his  limit  each  year  thereafter  in  making  further  importations 
of  such  varieties,  until  they  have  become  available  for  propagation  purposes 
in  the  United  States.  It  is  understood  that  this  revision  of  quantity  limits  on 
the  plants  imported  under  special  permit  for  propagation  purposes  does  not 
alter  the  utilization  requirements  outlined  in  circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 308  entitled 
"  Segregation,  Labeling,  and  Utilization  Requirements  of  Plants  Imported  under 
Special  Permit  for  Propagation."  (This  circular  is  a  combination  and  revision 
of  Circulars  HB-194  and  P.  Q.  C.  A.— 2S5.) 
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A  list  of  representative  genera,  arranged  alphabetically  for  ready  reference, 
is  given  on  the  following  pages,  and  opposite  each  genus  will  be  found  the 
maximum  yearly  quantity  limit.  Quantity  limits  for  other  genera  will  be 
furnished  upon  request.  Since  the  pest  risk  is  materially  reduced  with  im- 
portations of  cuttings,  scions,  or  buds,  these  forms  should  be  imported  in  lieu 
of  plants  wherever  practicable.

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SEGREGATION,    LABELING,    AND    UTILIZATION    REQUIREMENTS    OF    PLANTS 
IMPORTED   UNDER   SPECIAL   PERMIT   FOR   PROPAGATION 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 308  2 

July  15,  1931. 

Permittees  importing  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  for  propagation  under 
regulation  14  of  Quarantine  No.  37,  the  nursery  stock,  plant,  and  seed  quaran- 
tine, are  requested  to  note  that  paragraph  7,  page  4,  of  the  form  for  application 
for  special  permit  (Form  207,  revised  April  15,  1931)  includes  the  provision  that 
"  the  permittee  or  his  agent  shall  so  plant  or  utilize  the  imported  stock  and  the 
increase  therefrom,  under  the  number  of  the  permit  authorizing  the  importation,, 
as  to  maintain  the  identity  of  each  shipment  and  the  identity  of  each  variety 
therein  until  released.     (See  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 308)." 

Imported  plants  should  be  kept  labeled  at  all  times  with  the  permit  number 
as  well  as  with  the  varietal  name.  Planting  numbers  may  be  used  in  Leu  of  the 
varietal  names,  provided  a  key  to  the  same  is  promptly  furnished  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration. 

The  purpose  of  keeping  such  imports  segregated,  as  opposed  to  permitting 
them  to  be  scattered  or  miscellaneously  planted,  is  to  safeguard  against  the 
possible  spread  of  plant  pests  especially  those  new  to  or  not  theretofore  widely 
distributed  in  this  country  which  may  have  escaped  detection  during  the  original 
inspection  at  time  of  entry.  Such  segregation  is  also  essential  in  facilitating 
the  inspection  of  the  imported  stock  from  time  to  time  by  representatives  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration. 

The  map  or  chart  showing  the  location  of  the  imported  stock,  formerly 
required  of  all  permittees,  will  hereafter  be  required  only  in  those  instances 
where  the  representative  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration 
experiences  such  difficulty  in  locating  the  imported  plants  as  to  make  necessary 
the  use  of  a  map  or  chart  in  subsequent  inspection. 

Final  release  of  plant  material  imported  under  special  permit  is  contingent 
upon  its  freedom  from  infestation  and  infection  as  shown  by  inspections  of  the 
growing  plants.  (See  paragraph  7  on  page  4  of  the  application  form  No.  207 
and  on  page  1  of  the  special  permit.) 

In  addition  to  the  general  requirement  of  freedom  from  infestation  and/or 
infection  by  serious  plant  pests  certain  propagational  requirements  must  be 
satisfied  before  the  imported  plants  and  the  increase  therefrom  will  be  released.. 
These  requirements  are  given  in  paragraph  8  on  page  4  of  the  application  form 
No.  207  and  on  page  1  of  the  special  permit.  For  convenience  this  paragraph 
is  quoted  herewith: 

"  Plants  imported  for  propagation  shall  be  utilized  for  that  purpose  under 
approved  horticultural  methods  so  as  to  give,  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable, 
the  maximum  production  of  new  plants,  thus  making  it  unnecessary  to  continue 
the  importation  of  such  plants  with  attendant  pest  risk,  and  they  shall  not  be 
subject  to  release,  except  when  propagation  has  been  accomplished  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  department.  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  permit,  plants 
imported  for  propagation  purposes  and/or  the  increase  from  them  may  be 
released  after  two  years,  subject  to  the  production  of  increase  and  to  the 
retention  of  propagation  stock  adequate,  in  the  opinion  of  the  administration, 
for  the  permittee's  future  needs :  Provided,  That  plants  produced  from  im- 
ported buds,  scions,  or  cuttings  may  be  released  without  restriction  or,  if  so 
specified  in  the  permit,  after  one  inspection  :  And  provided  further,  That  addi- 
tional plants  produced  from  imported  plants  of  the  types  propagated  by  buds, 
scions,  cuttings,  or  layers  may  be  distributed  without  restriction.  A  release 
signed  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  administration  shall  be  obtained 
by  the  permittee  before  distributing  any  of  the  imported  plants  or  their  increase, 
except  as  provided  in  this  paragraph." 

Examples  of  the  application  of  these  general  provisions  for  release  of  im- 
ported material  are  given  below: 

Aglaonema    and    dracaena — Plants    produced    from    sections    of    imported 

stems  are  released  without  restriction. 
Astilbe,  dahlia,  delphinium,  iris  (rhizomatous).  paeonia  and  most  other 
plants  propagated  by  division  will  be  released  at  the  end  of  the  2-ye;ir 
period  provided  adequate  increase  has  been  produced.  Note :  Dahlia 
plants  produced  from  cuttings  from  imported  tubers  are  released  with- 
out  restrictions. 

^Tliis  (ircular  combines  HB-194,  revised  July  28,  1927,  and  V.  Q.  C.  A— 285,  issued 
Inly  '2'.),  1936,  and  supersedes  them. 
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Acer,  azalea,  conifers,  magnolia,  rhododendron,  rosa,  and  other  plants  prop- 
agated by  buds,  scions,  cuttings,  or  layers.     Imported  plants  of  these 
types  may  be  released  after  two  years,  provided  adequate-  increase  has 
been  produced,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  increase  has  been  obtained. 
Plants  produced  from  imported  buds,  scions,  or  cuttings  may  be  released 
without  restriction  or,  if  so  specified  in  the  permit,  after  one  inspection. 
Note:  Such  material  should  be  imported  in  the  form  of  buds,  scions,  or 
cuttings,  whenever  practicable. 
Imported  gladiolus,  iris   (bulbous),  narcissus  and  other  corms,  and  bulbs 
and  cormels,  bulblets  and  splits,  and/or  all  increase  therefrom  should  be 
retained  "until  released. 
Any  one  who  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  release  requirements  for  any  materia] 
should  request  the  desired  information  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration.

EXPLANATION    OF    PROVISIONS    FOR    ENTRY    OF    PLANTS    UNDER    QUARANTINE 

NO.   37 

July  15,  1931. 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— 249 
Revised  July  15,  1931. 

1.  Before  taking  up  the  specific  subject  of  this  circular  it  seems  desirable 
to  indicate  briefly  the  necessity  for  the  restrictions  under  Quarantine  37  on 
the  entry  of  plants. 

Necessity  for  Restricting  the  Entry  of  Plants 

2.  Imported  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  have  been  the  source 
of  the  introduction  of  practically  all  of  the  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases 
which  have  come  to  us  from  other  countries  and  which  now  occasion  huge 
annual  losses  to  our  agriculture  and  forestry.  Formerly  such  material  often 
came  with  the  roots  embedded  in  earth,  and  practically  always  it  was  promptly 
taken  to  the  field  or  greenhouse  where  other  plants  were  growing,  thus  fur- 
nishing the  best  possible  conditions  for  the  local  establishment  of  any  insect 
pests  or  plant  diseases  which  might  be  carried  by  the  plants  or  in  soil  about 
their  roots. 

3.  The  safeguarding  by  inspection  and  disinfection  of  plants  imported  in 
unlimited  quantities  has  been  proven  inadequate.  The  conclusion  has  been 
forced  that  the  only  possible  means  of  effectively  reducing  the  risk  of  intro- 
ducing new  plant  enemies  is  by  reducing  the  volume  of  plant  importations. 
Carrying  out  this  policy,  Quarantine  37  restricts  the  entry  of  most  nursery 
stock  and  other  ornamentals  to  purposes  believed  to  be  necessary  to  the  de- 
velopment of  American  horticulture.  Unlimited  entry  is  permitted  of  certain 
classes  of  plants  which  are  believed  to  involve  a  comparatively  negligible  pest 
risk  such  as  seeds,  certain  classes  of  bulbs,  and  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of 
fruits ;  and  also  rose  stocks,  represented  to  be  a  temporary  horticultural  neces- 
sity. The  entry  of  all  other  plants  is  restricted,  but.  to  enable  this  country  to 
keep  abreast  with  the  horticultural  progress  of  the  world,  any  of  such  restricted 
plants  as  are  either  new  or  unavailable  in  the  United  States  may  be  imported 
for  propagation  or  for  any  approved  experimental,  educational,  or  scientific 
purpose.  The  comparatively  limited  entry  necessary  for  such  purposes  is  being 
safeguarded  by  thorough  inspection  and,  if  necessary,  by  treatment  at  the 
time  of  importation  followed  by  inspections  of  the  growing  plants  on  the 
premises  of  the  permittee — safeguards  which  are  impracticable  of  application 
to  unlimited  commercial  or  other  importations.  Importations  of  such  re- 
stricted material,  other  than  for  the  public-service  purposes  indicated,  have  not 
been  authorized  since  the  promulgation  of  Quarantine  No.  37,  in  1919.  The 
provisions  for  the  entry  of  both  the  restricted  and  the  unrestricted  classes  of 
plants  are  explained  in  this  circular. 

Provisions  for  the  Entry  of  Plants  Under  Quarantine  37 

4.  Under  regulation  2  of  the  quarantine,  unrestricted  entry  is  possible, 
without  permit,  of  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  and  of  plant  products 
imported  for  medicinal,  food,   or  manufacturing  purposes,  unless  such   seeds

or  plant  products  are  restricted  or  prohibited  entry  by  special  quarantines  or 
orders. 

5.  Regulation  3  provides  for  the  unlimited  entry,  under  permit  and  with  pro- 
vision for  inspection,  and.  if  necessary,  disinfection,  of  seeds  of  trees  and 
ornamental  shrubs  and  hardy  perennial  plants,  certain  classes  of  bulbs,  and 
cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits;  and  also  rose  stocks,  represented  to  be 
a  temporary  horticultural  necessity:  provided  the  plants  and  plant  products 
enumerated  are  not  otherwise  restricted  or  prohibited  entry  under  the  pro- 
visions of  special  quarantines.  * 

6.  Regulation  14  makes  provision  for  the  entry,  under  special  permit,  of 
limited  quantities  of  plants  and  plant  parts  not  enterable  under  regulations 
2,  3,  and  15.  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  country  supplied  with  new 
varieties  and  necessary  propagating  stock,  or  for  any  approved  experimental, 
educational,  or  scientific  purpose,  provided  such  plants  and  plant  parts  are  not 
covered  by  special  prohibitory  quarantines. 

7.  Regulation  15  recognizes  the  difference  in  pest  risk  between  importa- 
tions from  a  contiguous  country  where  no  natural  barriers  exist  and  those 
from  more  distant  countries  and  provides  for  the  importation  of  native  plants 
and  standard  horticultural  productions  of  such  contiguous  countries  under 
permit  and  necessary  safeguards. 

S.  The  few  exceptions  to  entry  of  plants  thus  provided  for  are  those  involved 
under  specific  quarantines,  as,  for  example,  the  prohibition  of  entry  of  Ribes  and 
Grossularia  from  certain  countries,  and  generally  of  citrus,  bamboo,  banana 
plants,  etc.,  but  any  of  the  plants  prohibited  under  such  quarantines  may  be 
imported,  under  permit  and  adequate  safeguards,  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  any  necessary  experimental,  scientific,  or  introduction 
purpose. 

Provision  foe  the  Entry  Under  Regulation  14  of  the  Restricted  Plants 

definitions  of  terms 

9.  As  used  in  regulation  14,  the  terms  "  new  varieties,"  "  necessary  propagat- 
ing stock,"  and  "  limited  quantities  "  are  defined  in  regulation  1  under  the  quar- 
antine as  follows :  * 

10.  New  varieties. — A  new  variety  is  understood  to  mean  a  novelty,  i.  e.,  a 
new  plant,  variety,  strain,  type,  or  form,  either  recognized  by  the  trade  as  such 
or  so  listed  or  described  in  catalogues,  trade  journals,  or  other  publications,  or 
duly  and  properly  certified  as  such  by  the  originator  or  introducer. 

11.  Necessary  propagatinn  stock. — Stock  of  old  or  standard  varieties  not 
available  in  this  country  and  imported  for  the  multiplication  of  the  plants  in 
question  as  a  nursery  or  florist  enterprise  as  distinguished  from  importations 
for  the  immediate  or  ultimate  sale  of  the  stocks  actually  imported. 

12.  Limited  quantities. — As  used  in  regulation  14.  "limited  quantities"  is 
understood  to  mean  such  quantities  as  will  supply  any  reasonable  need  for  the 
establishment  of  commercial  reproduction  plantings,  or  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  experimental,  educational,  or  scientific  purpose  intended. 

Importations  Under  Regulation  14  Limited  to  Definite  Purposes 

13.  In  furtherance  of  the  object  of  Quarantine  37 — i.  e..  to  limit  the  number 
and  volume  of  importations  of  plants  as  the  only  practicable  means  of  excluding 
new  plant  enemies — entry  under  regulation  14  of  the  restricted  classes  of  plants 
is  limited  to  plants  desired  for  certain  purposes  or  uses  which  are  believed  to 
be  necessary  for  the  development  of  American  horticulture.  These  purposes  are 
(1)  to  make  provision  for  the  propagation  in  the  United  States  of  the  plants 
concerned,  and  (2)  for  any  approved  experimental,  educational,  or  scientific 
work. 

INTRODUCTIONS  FOR  PROPAGATION 

14.  Any  new  variety  of  plant  or  any  old  or  standard  variety  not  commercially 
available  in  this  country  may  be  imported  by  any  qualified  person  who  will 
agree  to  propagate  and  increase  the  imported  stock  and  thus  render  a  public 
service  by  making  the  plants  concerned  more  generally  available.  The  condi- 
tions governing  the  release  of  such  plants  and  of  their  increase  are  given  in 
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the  application  form  No.  207,  repeated  in  tine  permit  and  are  explained. in  more 
detail  in  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 308,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  furnished  upon 
request.  Prior  to  such  release,  no  sale  of  the  imported  stock  or  of  the  increase 
therefrom  will  be  permitted. 

15.  There  is  no  limitation  under  regulation  14  as  to  the  number  of  permits  for 
different  plants  or  classes  of  plants  which  an  individual  may  request,  but,  prior 
to  the  issuance  of  the  permits,  the  varieties  applied  for  will  all  be  passed  upon 
by  specialists  of  the  department,  for  the  information  of  the  administration  both 
as  to  the  necessity  for  the  importation  of  the  varieties  concerned  and  as  to  the 
quantity  adequate  for  the  purpose  intended.  Plants  thus  imported  will  be 
restricted  to  the  youngest  and  smallest  plants,  or  to  the  portions  of  plants,  that 
can  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  importation. 

16.  For  inspecting  and  otherwise  safeguarding  shipments,  and  to  insure 
compliance  with  the  other  conditions  of  entry,  all  importations  under  regula- 
tion 14  must  be  made  through  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administra- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  but  for  the  use  of  the  individual  im- 
porter. The  department  maintains  technically  trained  inspection  forces  to 
supervise  such  entry  at  two  ports  only,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  San  Francisco, 
Calif.,  and  entry  of  special  permit  material  is,  therefore,  limited  to  these  ports 
except  in  special  cases.  Where  safety  permits,  inspection  may  be  authorized 
at  destination  in  the  case  of  public  institutions,  including  experiment  stations, 
botanic  gardens,  arboretums,  etc.,  and  for  special  classes  of  plants  (such  as 
narcissus  bulbs)  where  disinfection  is  a  condition  of  entry  and  provision  for 
such  disinfection  satisfactory  to  the  department  has  been  made  at  the  point 
of  destination. 

17.  The  bond  and  the  liability  agreement  formerly  required  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  connection  with  special  permits  have  been  replaced  by  a 
stipulation  embodied  in  the  form  of  application  for  special  permits,  Form  207, 
which  must  be  signed  by  the  applicant  and  duly  witnessed. 

INTRODUCTIONS   FOE  EXPERIMENTAL,   EDUCATIONAL,   OB  SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

18.  To  meet  necessary  experimental,  educational,  or  scientific  needs  pro- 
vision is  made  under  regulation  14  for  importations  (a)  by  botanic  gardens, 
agricultural  colleges,  experiment  stations,  and  other  similar  public  institutions ; 
(6)  by  any  person  who  is  widely  or  nationally  known  as  a  specialist  in  or  as 
maintaining  a  fairly  complete  study  or  experimental  collection  of  some  special 
class  of  plants,  as  roses,  dahlias,  etc.;  (c)  by  any  person  who  is  maintaining 
a  notable  general  collection  of  plants  of  the  nature  of  a  botanic  garden  or 
arboretum  which  is  freely  open  to  the  public  and  which  serves  a  distinct  edu- 
cational purpose;  or  (d)   to  meet  the  needs  of  experimental  or  research  work. 

IMPORTATIONS  BY  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS 

19.  As  indicated  in  paragraph  18  (a),  special  permits  will  be  issued  to  botanic 
gardens,  agricultural  colleges,  experiment  stations,  and  other  similar  public 
institutions  to  meet  any  necessary  educational,  experimental,  or  scientific  need, 
such  as  additions  to  collections  or  as  a  basis  for  any  experimental  or  research 
work. 

IMPORTATIONS  BY  AMATEURS  AND  OTHERS 

-  20.  The  limitations  to  public-service  purposes  indicated  in  paragraph  18 
(6,  c,  and  d),  on  the  issuance  of  permits  to  amateurs  and  others  are  believed 
to  be  necessary.  Otherwise  there  would  be  little  restriction  on  the  number  and 
volume  of  plant  importations  and  correspondingly  little  protection  against  entry 
of  new  pests,  but  it  is  realized  that  it  is  highly  desirable  to  recognize  an  im- 
portant, but  fairly  limited,  class  of  amateurs  and  others  who  will  perform  a 
public  service  of  real  value  with  the  plants  imported. 

21.  Any  person  who  believes  that  his  collection  or  proposed  work  entitles 
him  to  a  special  permit  under  any  of  the  provisions  indicated  in  paragraph 
18  will,  as  a  basis  for  the  issuance  of  a  permit,  be  required  to  furnish  the 
following  information  : 

(a)  Statement  of  the  object  of  the  importation  (&,  c,  or  d  of  paragraph  18) 
giving  full  information  concerning  the  nature  of  the  special  or  general  collec- 
tion or  of  the  proposed  experimental  or  research  work,  and  if  the  latter,  a 
statement  of  any  other  related  experimental  or  research  work  by  the  applicant. 
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(o)  Names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  are  familiar  with  the  collection 
or  work  of  the  applicant. 

22.  All  such  requests  for  special  permits  from  amateurs  and  others,  together 
with  any  indorsements  received,  are  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
of  this  department  for  examination  and  recommendation,  and  the  status  of  the 
applicant  is  further  determined  by  information  obtained  by  the  department 
from  all  available  sources. 

23.  In  this  manner  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  is 
endeavoring  to  secure  and  file  data  with  respect  to  all  applicants  which  may 
convince  anyone  of  the  reasonableness  df  the  action  taken.  ' 

24.  In  the  event  that  the  authorized  agencies,  commercial  or  other,  do  not 
bring  in  varieties  of  plants  which  enthusiastic  plant  lovers  may  wish,  the 
department  has  made  special  provision  for  the  entry  through  its  Office  of 
Foreign  Plant  Introduction  for  ultimate  public  distribution  of  any  neglected  or 
overlooked  new  varieties.  It  may  be  noted  that  through  the  office  mentioned 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  developed  a  large*  organization  to  discover 
by  exploration  and  to  import  plants  for  food,  ornamental,  or  other  useful 
purposes  from  all  quarters  of  the  world. 

Summary  of  Provisions  for  Entry  of  Restricted  Plants 

25.  To  recapitulate,  the  existing  provisions  for  the  entry  of  new  or  unavail- 
able plants  under  regulation  14  include  (1)  importations  for  propagation;  (2) 
importations  by  botanic  gardens,  experiment  stations,  and  other  public  institu- 
tions ;  (3)  importations  by  amateurs  and  others  who  are  recognized  as  maintain- 
ing collections  or  conducting  experiments  which  have  an  important  public 
service  quality;  and  (4)  importations  through  the  Office  of  Foreign  Plant 
Introduction  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

26.  The  provisions  indicated  in  this  circular  for  the  entry  of  restricted  plants 
are  open  to  anyone  for  the  purposes  and  under  the  conditions  indicated.  To 
meet  the  needs  of  persons  wanting  any  of  the  restricted  plants  for  their  own 
gardens  or  for  the  adornment  of  their  own  estates — in  other  words,  for  purely 
personal  use  as  distinguished  from  some  definite  public  ^service — the  department 
has  endeavored,  through  the  means  discussed  in  this  circular,  to  make  all  types 
of  plants,  new  or  old.  available  from  home  sources  under  methods  which  involve 
the  least  risk  to  the  horticulture  and  agriculture  of  the  country. 

Procedure  for  Making  Importations  Under  Regulation  14 

27.  Application  Wank. — The  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration 
will  supply,  on  request,  a  form  of  application  (Form  No.  207)  for  special  permit 
to  import  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  under  the  provisions  of 
regulation  14.  This  application,  under  "  Conditions  of  entry,"  explains  the 
conditions  of  packing,  inspection,  and  clearance  through  the  customhouse. 
It  also  embodies  various  stipulations  which  must  be  subscribed  to  by  the  im- 
porter to  safeguard  the  importation.  The  application  must  be  filled  out  as  to 
all  the  informational  data  called  for  and  signed  and  forwarded  to  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  applicant  should  indicate 
whether  the  importation  is  intended  (1)  for  propagation  (paragraphs  14-17), 
or  (2)  for  a  public  institution  (paragraphs  18  and  19),  or  (3)  for  a  public- 
service  purpose  by  an  amateur  or  other  (paragraphs  18,  20-23). 

28.  Permit  and  shipping  tags. — With  the  issuance  of  the  permit  the  applicant 
will  be  furnished  with  shipping  instructions  and  shipping  tags  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  exporter.  Such  shipping  tags  will  be  addressed  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  at 
the  port  designated  in  the  permit,  but  will  bear  the  permit  number  of  the  im- 
porter. Trans-Pacific  shipments  for  all  western  points  entering  through  the 
port  of  San  Francisco  may  be  given  inspection  and  clearance  at  that  port  in 
the  same  manner  as  at  Washington. 

29.  Broker  required. — In  order  to  avoid  delay,  a  broker  should  be  employed  in 
advance  to  take  care  of  necessary  customs  formalities  and  other  details  of 
entry  for  all  shipments  sent  by  freight  or  express  and  for  all  mail  shipments 
valued  at  $100  or  more. 

30.  Delivery  to  administration. — Material  coming  to  Washington  must  be 
turned  over  to  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  by  the  im- 
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porter  or  his  authorized  agent  and,  in  the  specially  equipped  inspection  houses 
and  under  expert  care  as  to  the  welfare  of  the  plants,  it  will  be  carefully 
examined  by  the  administration's  inspectors.  If  the  material  is  found  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  entry,  and  to  be  free  from  injurious  insects  or 
diseases,  it  will  be  immediately  repacked  and  forwarded,  charges  collect,  to  the 
importer.  Material  for  clearance  at  San  Franciso  will  be  similarly  handled 
by  the  agents  of  the  administration,  Ferry  Building,  San  Francisco. 

31.  Disinfection. — Disinfection  will  be  authorized  for  slight  infestation,  but 
should  the  material  be  found  to  be  so  infected  or  infested  with  either  diseases 
or  insects  that  it  can  not  be  adequately  disinfected  it  will  either  be  destroyed 
or,  when  desired  and  safety  permits,  permission  may  be  granted  for  its 
exportation. 

32.  Storage  and  repacking. — So  far  as  possible  the  administration  will  under- 
take to  provide  for  storage  and  repacking.  However,  should  larger  quantities 
of  propagating  or  other  stock  arrive  under  regulation  14  than  can  be  housed 
and  cared  for  in  the  inspection  house  of  this  department,  the  importers  may 
be  required  to  provide  local  storage  for  such  material  during  the  period  of 
detention  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  disinfection  and  also  to  provide 
for  the  opening  of  containers  and  repacking. 

33.  Charges. — The  department  will  make  no  charge  for  inspection  and  super- 
vision, but  the  importer  will  be  required  to  meet  all  entry,  transportation,  dis- 
infection, and  handling  charges,  drayage,  etc. ;  and  for  this  purpose  should 
make  arrangements  with  responsible  agencies  at  port  of  arrival  for  forwarding 
in  bond  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  in  Washington  for  all  local  charges  as 
indicated. 

34.  Mail  shipments. — Permission  for  importation  through  the  mails  of  special 
permit  material  under  regulation  14  will  be  authorized  on  request  when  war- 
ranted by  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  proposed  shipment.  Such  authority, 
if  approved,  will  be  indicated  on  the  permit,  and  tags  for  such  mail  shipments 
will  be  furnished.  These  tags  will  be  addressed  to  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  either  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  or  at  the  Ferry  Building.  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  and  will 
carry  the  number  of  the  permit  authorizing  the  importation,  and  when  attached 
to  the  package  will  authorize  the  foreign  postmaster  to  accept  it  for  shipment. 
By  special  arrangement  with  the  United  States  Post  Office  Department,  such 
mail  shipments,  after  inspection,  may  be  forwarded  to  the  importer  without 
payment  of  additional  postage.  The  requirements  in  the  case  of  mail  shipments 
are  somewhat  simplified.  By  arrangement  with  the  customs  service  such  ship- 
ments are  permitted  to  come  in  customs  bond  directly  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  either  at  the  Washington  or  at  the  San  Francisco  office  of  the 
administration,  obviating  any  brokerage  service  for  forwarding  from  port  of 
first  arrival.  The  importer  will  have  to  provide  merely  for  customs  clearance 
either  at  Washington  or  at  San  Francisco,  of  mail  shipments  valued  at  $100  or 
more.  Mail  shipments  valued  at  less  than  $100  may,  after  inspection  be  for- 
warded to  the  post  office  of  destination  and  the  customs  duty  paid  to  the 
postmaster  at  that  place.

Importers  of  nursery  stock,  other  plants,  bulbs,  and  seeds,  however,  will  con- 
tinue to  furnish  the  notices  of  shipment  required  by  regulation  11  of  that 
quarantine.

.  ANTINE  (NO.  67) 

NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  TO  CONSIDER  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF  EXTENDING 
THE  QUARANTINE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  PHONY  PEACH  DISEASE  TO  THE 
STATES  OF  ARKANSAS,  FLORIDA,  ILLINOIS,  LOUISIANA,  MISSISSIPPI,  NORTH 
CAROLINA,  SOUTH  CAROLINA,  TENNESSEE,  AND  TEXAS 

August  17,  1931. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  phony  peach  disease, 
a  dangerous  plant  disease  not  heretofoi-e  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within 
or  throughout  the  United  States,  has  been  discovered  in  the  States  named  above. 

It  appears  necessary,  therefore,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  extending  the 
quarantine  on  account  of  this  disease  to  include  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and 
Texas,  in  addition  to  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Georgia  which  are  already 
under  quarantine.  Hearings  with  respect  to  extending  the  quarantine  to 
include  certain  of  these  States  have  previously  been  held  and  at  the  coming 
hearing  the  department  will  give  renewed  consideration  to  such  extension. 

As  an  alternative  to  extending  the  quarantine,  the  question  of  possible  dis- 
continuance of  the  quarantine  will  also  be  discussed.     ,

(Approved  July  18,  1931 ;  effective  August  1,  1931)

Paragraph  2  (d)  of  regulation  5  of  the  revised  rules  and  regulations  sup- 
plemental to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52,  as  amended  July  18,  1931,  lists 
the  following  as  one  of  the  alternative  conditions  for  the  issuance  of  permits 
for  the  interstate  movement  of  cotton  lint  from  the  areas  regulated  under  the 
pink-bollworm  quarantine : 

(d)  That  the  material  consists  of  baled  and  compressed  [see  paragraph 
(a)  ]  lint  or  linters  (i)  so  ginned  as  to  prevent  the  inclusion  of  cotton- 
seed, (ii)  protected  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  from 
contamination  with  cottonseed,  (in)  produced  in  a  gin  in  which  all  cotton- 
seed is  sterilized  in  a  cottonseed  heating  machine  approved  by  and  operated 
in  a  maimer  satisfactory  to  the  inspector,  and  (iv)  produced  in  areas  in 
which  pink-bollworm  infestation  is  so  light  that  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  fumigation  of  the  material 
may  be  omitted  without  involving  risk  of  spread  of  pink  bollworm. 
Fumigation  shall,  however,  also  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement 
of  round  bales,  samples,  motes,  grabbots,  flues,  picker  waste,  and  all  forms 
of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  other  than  commercial  compressed  square 
bales  of  lint  and  linters. 
Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  areas  in  which  pink  bollworm  infestation 
is  so  light  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Admin- 
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istration  fumigation  of  the  material  may  be  omitted  without  involving  risk  of 
spread  of  pink  bollworm  are  as  follows : 

New  Mexico. — The  counties  of.  Chaves,  Eddy,  Otero,  Dona  Ana,  and  Luna. 

Texas. — The  counties  of  Pecos,  Reeves,  Ward,  Loving,  El  Paso,  Winkler, 
Andrews,  Ector,  Midland,  Crane,  and  Upton,  and  that  part  of  the  Rio  Grande 
Valley  in  the  southwest  corner  of  Hudspeth  County  located  north  and  west 
of  a  ridge  of  desert  land,  extending  from  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  north- 
easterly through  the  desert  immediately  west  of  the  town  of  McNary,  such 
ridge  being  an  extension  of  the  northwest  boundary  line  of  section  11, 
block  65%. 

Accordingly,  effective  August  1,  1931,  so  long  as  the  present  freedom  from 
general  infestation  shall  be  maintained,  or  until  further  notice,  the  issuance  of 
permits  for  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  to  points  outside 
thereof  of  baled  lint  and  linters  (except  round  bales)  which  have  been  com- 
pressed so  that  when  ready  for  transportation  they  have  a  density  of  22  pounds 
to  the  cubic  foot  and  which  have  been  produced  and  ginned  in  the  areas  named, 
is  authorized  without  requiring  the  further  safeguard  of  fumigation.  Such 
baled  lint  and  linters  shall,  as  a  condition  of  certification,  however,  be  handled 
in  compliance  with  the  following  restrictions:  (1)  That  the  bagging  before 
being  placed  on  the  bales  of  lint  shall  be  stored  at  a  location  that  could  not 
be  contaminated  with  cottonseed;  (2)  that  the  bales  of  lint  shall  be  stored 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  contamination,  shall  be  moved 
direct  from  the  press  to  the  storage  place,  and  shall,  under  no  circumstances, 
be  allowed  to  become  contaminated  with  cottonseed;  (3)  that  the  gin  from 
which  the  lint  comes  shall  be  so  adjusted  and  operated  as  not  to  permit  cotton- 
seed to  pass  through  into  the  lint  or  in  any  other  way  to  contaminate  the 
lint  with  seed;  and  (4)  that  all  cottonseed  produced  in  the  gin  shall  be  steri- 
lized in  a  cottonseed-heating  machine  approved  by  and  operated  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  inspector.

MODIFICATION  OF  PINK-BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS 

Introductory  Note 

The  amendment  which  follows  authorizes  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Con- 
trol Administration,  under  certain  conditions,  to  issue  permits  for  the  inter- 
state movement  of  compressed  but  unfumigated  bales  of  cotton  lint  produced 
in  areas  so  lightly  infested  with  the  pink  bollworm  that  in  the  belief  of  the 
department  any  possible  danger  of  spread  of  that  insect  in  baled  lint  would 
be  prevented  by  compression  without  fumigation.  Recent  investigations 
have  confirmed  the  importance  of  compression  as  a  measure  for  greatly 
reducing  or,  under  most  favorable  circumstances,  entirely  eliminating  any 
possible  infestation  in  the  bales.

AMENDMENT  NO.  2  TO  REVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO 
NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE  NO.  52 

(Approved  July  18,  1931 ;  effective  August  1,  1931) 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917 
(39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  section  A  of  regulation  5  of  the  re- 
vised rules  and  regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52,  on 
account  of  the  pink  bollworm,  which  were  promulgated  December  26,  1929, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  5.  Control  of  Movement  of  Cotton  and  Other  Articles 

section  a.  cotton  lint 

(1)  Permits  required. — Cotton  lint  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  from  a  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  un- 
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less  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  Un:ted  States  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

(2)  Conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  permits. — Permits  authorizing  the 
interstate  movement  of  bales  of  cotton  lint  and  of  samples  from  a  regulated 
area  may  be  issued  upon  compliance  with  any  one  of  paragraphs  lettered  (a) 
to  (g) ,  inclusive: 

(a)  That  the  material  to  be  moved  consists  of  baled  lint  or  linters  which  have 
been  given  either  standard  or  high-density  compression  and  which  when  ready 
for  transportation  have  a  density  of  at,  least  22  pounds  to  the  cubic  foot,  and 
further,  that  said  material  to  be  moved  has  been  fumigated  under  vacuum 
under  the  direction  of  and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  ;  or 

(o)  That  the  material  to  be  moved  consists  of  saniples  fumigated  under  the 
direction  of  and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector ;  or 

(c)  That  the  material  to  be  moved  consists  of  second-cut  or  mill-run  linters 
(as  distinguished  from  "first-cut"  linters)  which  have  been  ginned  from  steri- 
lized seed  and  have  been  passed  through  special  roller  equipment  in  such  a 
manner  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  all  cottonseed  and  larvae  therein 
would  be  crushed.  After  passing  through  the  roller  equipment  such  linters  are 
to  be  so  protected  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  to  prevent  any  possibility 
of  contamination  and  if.  owing  to  conditions  of  infestation  in  the  vicinity,  such 
protection  is  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  impracticable,  permits  may  be 
withheld  until  after  compression  and  fumigation  as  provided  under  paragraph 
(a)  hereof;  or 

(d)  That  the  material  consists  of  baled  and  compressed  (see  paragraph  (a) ) 
lint  or  linters  (i)  so  ginned  as  to  prevent  the  inclusion  of  cottonseed,  (ii)  pro- 
tected in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  from  contamination  with 
cottonseed,  (Hi)  produced  in  a  gin  in  which  all  cottonseed  is  sterilized  in  a 
cottonseed  heating  machine  approved  by  and  operated  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector,  and  (iv)  produced  in  areas  in  which  pink  bollworm  infestation 
is  so  light  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Adminis- 
tration fumigation  of  the  material  may  be  omitted  without  involving  risk  of 
spread  of  pink  bollworm.  Fumigation  shall,  however,  also  be  required  for  the 
interstate  movement  of  round  bales,  samples,  motes,  grabbots,  flues,  picker  waste, 
and  all  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  other  than  commercial  compressed 
square  bales  of  lint  and  linters. 

(e)  Cotton  lint,  delint,  samples,  and  grabbots,  produced  by  any  oil  mill  located 
outside  the  regulated  areas  but  authorized  under  paragraph  (5)  below  to  crush 
cottonseed  originating  therein  shall  be  returned  to  the  regulated  areas  for  such 
compression  and  fumigation  as  may  be  required  under  previous  paragraphs  of 
this  section  and  shall  not  be  moved  therefrom  except  in  compliance  with  all 
applicable  requirements  of  this  section. 

(f)  Uncompressed  and  undisinfected  cotton  lint  may  be  moved  interstate 
under  permit  between  regulated  areas 3  under  such  safeguards  as  shall  be 
required  by  the  inspector  when  such  movement  is  not  through  any  point  outside 
any  regulated  area. 

(g)  Baled  cotton  lint  grown  outside  of  but  brought  within  a  regulated  area 
may  be  moved  interstate  under  permit  out  of  such  regulated  area  on  the  fur 
nishing  of  evidence,  satisfactory  to  the  inspector,  that  such  lint  has  been  handled 
in  a  manner  to  safeguard  it  from  possible  contamination  with  the  pink  bollworm. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  August  1,  1931.

(Approved  July  23,  1931  ;  effective  August  1,  1931) 

Introductory  Note 

The  changes  in  this  revision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  Governing  the  Inspection  and  Certification  of  Plants  and  Plant 
Products  Offered  for  Export  to  Meet  the  Sanitary  Requirements  of  Foreign 
Countries,  which  became  effective  August  9,  1926,  are,  for  the  most  part, 
minor  in  character.  The  most  important  changes  relate  to  the  collection  of 
fees  under  paragraph  2  of  regulation  8,  and  the  elimination  of  regulation  9 
regarding  fraud.  The  sliding  scale  of  charges  for  services  rendered  has  been 
abandoned,  and  in  future  a  fee  of  $1  will  be  collected  for  each  consignment 
of  products  inspected  and  certified.  For  the  sake  of  brevity  the  title  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  sanitary  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
offered  for  export  has  been  changed  to  Inspection  and  Certification  Regula- 
tions to  meet  Foreign  Sanitary  Requirements.

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

Section  1.  Words  used  in  these  regulations  in  the  singular  form  shall  be 
deemed  to  import  the  plural,  and  vice  versa,  as  the  case  may  demand.

ments of  foreign  countries,  and  to  make  such  reasonable  charges  and  to  use  such 
means  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  object,  *  *  *  Provided,  That 
moneys  received  on  account  of  such  inspection  and  certification  shall  be  covered 
into  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts." 

Par.  2.  Secretary. — The  Secretary  or  Acting  Secretary  of '  Agriculture  of  the 
United  States. 

Par.  3.  Administration. — The  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Par.  Jf.  Products. — Domestic  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  and  seeds  and  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  for  propagation. 

Par.  5.  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Ad- 
ministration, United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other  person  author- 
ized by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  inspect  and  certify  to  shippers  and 
other  interested  parties,  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  products  inspected 
under  the  act. 

Par.  6.  Office  of  inspection. — The  office  of  an  inspector  of  products  covered 
by  these  regulations. 

Par.  7.  Inspection  certificate. — A  certificate  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
products  concerned,  based  on  inspection  of  representative  samples,  issued  by 
an  inspector  under  the  act. 

Par.  8.  Regulations. — Iiules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  under  the  act. 

Par.  9.  Consignment. — Any  shipment  of  products  consigned  on  one  bill  of 
lading  of  a  common  carrier,  or  any  mail  shipment  consigned  to  one  consignee. 

Regulation  2.  Administration 

Section  1.  The  chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration 
is  charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  performance  of  all  duties  arising  in 
the  administration  of  the  act.

Regulation  4.  Products  Covered 

Section  1.  Fresh  fruits,  vegetables,  and  seeds  and  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  for  propagation  when  offered  for  export  to  a  country  requiring  a  certifi- 
cate of  sanitation. 
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Regulation  5.  Application  foe  Inspection 

Section  1.  A  written   application,   in  English,  shall  be  made  on  Form  372 
(Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration)  as  far  in  advance  as  possible, 
and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  inspection  at  the  port  of  export. 
Sec.  2.  Each  application  for  inspection  shall  state : 
(a)  Name  and  address  of  the  applicant; 
(Z>)  Name  and  address  of  the  consignee; 

(c)  Nature  and  quantity  of  products; 

(d)  Identification  of  products  by  grade,  brand,  marks,  or  numbers; 

(e)  Location  of  products  to  be  inspected; 

(f)  Contemplated  date  of  shipment; 
ig)  Name  of  carrier. 

Sec.  3.  Each  applicatioh  shall  be  deemed  filed  when  delivered  to  the  proper 
office  of  inspection.  When  such  application  is  filed,  a  record  showing  the  date 
and  time  of  filing  shall  be  made  in  such  office. 

Regulation  6.  Inspection 

Section  1.  The  applicant  shall  cause  the  product  for  which  inspection  is 
requested  to  be  made  accessible  for  inspection  and  to  be  so  placed  as  to  render 
possible  inspection  for  insects  and  plant  diseases  of  representative  samples  of 
all  grades. 

Sec.  2,  Each  individual  shipment  shall  be  segregated  and  each  container 
shall  bear  distinguishing  marks  denoting  the  consignment  to  which  the  container 
applies. 

Sec  3.  All  labor  involved  in  the  inspection,  such  as  opening  and  closing  of 
containers,  and  all  other  manual  labor,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

Sec.  4.  Certificates  may  be  refused  for  failure  to  fully  carry  out  any  of  the 
foregoing  provisions. 

Sec  5.  No  inspectors  shall  inspect  any  products  in  which  he  is  directly  or 
indirectly  financially  interested. 

Regulation  7.  Inspection  Certificates 

Section  1.  The  inspector  shall  sign  and  issue  a  separate  certificate,  based  on 
the  findings  in  the  samples,  for  each  consignment  of  products  inspected  by  him. 

Sec.  2.  The  original  certificate  shall  immediately  upon  its  issuance  be  deliv- 
ered or  mailed  to  the  applicant  or  a  person  designated  by  him. 

Sec  3.  One  copy  of  each  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  inspection, 
and  one  forwarded  to  the  chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Adminis- 
tration. 

Regulation  8.  Fees 

Section  1.  For  each  consignment  of  products  inspected  the  fee  shall  be  $1. 
All  fees  shall  be  paid  by  check,  money  order,  or  draft  made  payable  to  dis- 
bursing clerk,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.

Regulation  9.  Publications 

Section  1.  Publications  under  the  act  and  these  regulations  shall  be  made 
in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Con- 
trol Administration  and  such  other  media  as  the  chief  of  that  administration 
may  from  time  to  time  designate  for  the  purpose. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  August 
1,  1931,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  governing  the  inspection  and  certification  of  plants  and  plant 
products  offered  for  export  to  meet  the  sanitary  requirements  of  fove'gn  coun- 
tries, promulgated  August  9,  1926.

However,  parcels  of  plants  and  plant  products  originating  within  the  [State 
which  have  an  Arkansas  permit  or  certificate  attached  should  not  be  sent  for 
terminal  inspection.  Postmasters  in  Arkansas  will  please  he  governed  ac- 
cordingly in  future.

PLANT-QUARANTINE   RESTRICTIONS,  KINGDOM   OF   BELGIUM 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 315.  jTrLY  9>  1931 

The  following  compilation  of  the  plant-quarantine  restrictions  of  the  King- 
dom of  Belgium  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant- 
quarantine  officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and 
plant  products  to  Belgium.  It  represents  a  translation  of  the  effective  plant 
quarantine  decrees  as  published  by  the  Division  of  Horticulture,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  of  Belgium,  under  the  title  "  Importations  Soumises  a  un  Controle 
Phytopathologique "  and  "  Invoer  met  toezicht  voor  Plantenziekten "  (im- 
portations subject  to  phytopathological  control),  with  the  exception  of  decrees 
not  affecting  plant  products  of  the  United  States. 

This  circular  was  compiled  by  Harry  B.  Shaw,  plant-quarantine  inspector  of 
the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  from  his  translation  of 
the  publication  cited  above,  and  reviewed  by  the  Belgian  Division  of  Horticul- 
ture, January,  1931. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and 
complete  up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used 
independently  of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  text  of  the  quarantines, 
and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally  authoritative.  The  decrees  themselves 
should  be  consulted  for  the  exact  text.

The  basic  or  organic  regulations  under  the  authority  of  which  Belgian  plant 
quarantine  restrictions  are  promulgated  are  contained  in  the  Royal  decree  of 
September  2,  1922,  as  amended  by  that  of  May  31,  1923. 

Basic  Regulations  Governing  the  Importation  of  Plants  Into  Belgium 

Section  III  of  the  decree  of  September  2,  1922,  authorizes  restrictions  upon 
the  importation  of  plants,  as  follows: 

Art.  6.  The  importation  of  horticultural  plants,  nursery  stock,  and  other 
products  designated  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  is  prohibited  when  they 
are  attacked  by  animals  or  plants  (insects  or  plant  diseases)  harmful  to  the 
cultures    (of  Belgium). 

Art.  7.  The  Minister  may  order  the  rejection  of  those  products,  or,  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Minister  of  Finance,  restrict  their  importation  to  certain 
customs  ports  of  entry. 

Art.  8.  In  serious  cases  he  may  prohibit  the  entry  of  certain  species  or 
varieties  of  plants  from  designated  countries,  or  he  may,  in  lieu  thereof,  pre- 
scribe the  production  of  certificates  affirming  that  the  products  offered  for  im- 
portation are  from  cultures  free  from  injurious  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases, 
and  that  the  shipments  do  not  contain  such  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases. 
The  control  (inspection,  rejection,  etc.)  of  such  shipments  may  be  made  at  the 
frontier  or  on  arrival. 

-  Art.  9.  In  the  event  that  products  shipped  to  the  interior  of  the  country  are 
found  to  be  attacked  by  injurious  insect  pests  or  plant  diseases,  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  has  the  right  to  prescribe  their  destruction  at  the  expense  of  the 
importer  without  claim  to  indemnity. 

Restrictions    Under    the    Provisions    of    the    International    Phylloxera 

Convention  of  Berne 

^orts  of  entry  for  ocean  shipments 

The  introduction  into  and  transit  through  Belgium  of  plants,  shrubs 
and  vegetables  from  nurseries,  gardens,  or  greenhouses  is  authorized  only 
through  the  customs  ports  of  Antwerp,  Bruges,  Brussels,  Ghent,  Liege,  Ostend, 
and  Zeebrugge  (Bruges).

IMPORTATION  AND  TRANSIT  OF  GRAPEVINES 

The  importation  into  and  transit  through  Belgium  of  grapevines,  cuttings 
with  or  without  roots,  uprooted  stocks,  and  dry  or  green  shoots  thereof  are 
prohibited. 

However,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  may  grant  exceptions  to  this  rule,  but 
exclusively  for  the  importation  of  grapevine  plants,  green  cuttings,  and  shoots 
from  districts  known  to  be  free  from  any  infestation  with  phylloxera.  Fur- 
thermore, they  must  be  inclosed  in  wooden  cases,  securely  closed  with  screws, 
but  easy  to  open  for  inspection  and  to  close,  and  they  shall  not  be  forwarded  to 
the  consignee  unless  they  have  been  previously  inspected  and  disinfected,  in- 
cluding the  packing,  by  an  official  expert. 

Applications  to  import  these  plants  and  cuttings  shall  be  made  to  the  Min- 
istry of  Agriculture,  indicating  their  exact  origin,  the  number  of  packages,  and 
all  necessary  information  for  making  clear  to  the  administration  the  character 
of  the  shipments. 

The  entry  and  transit  of  grapevine  cuttings  by  mail  are  prohibited. 
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IMPORTATION    OF    TABLE    GRAPES.    WINE    GRAPES,    AND    GRAPE    MARC 

The  introduction  of  table  grapes,  wine  grapes,  and  grape  marc  is  authorized 
only  under  the  following  conditions : 

1.  Table  grapes  must  be  packed  in  well-closed  boxes,  cases,  or  baskets,  easy 
to  inspect,  and  marked  to  indicate  the  character  of  the  shipment. 

2.  Wine  grapes  must  be  pressed  and  shipped  in  hermetically  closed  casks  of 
at  least  5-hectoliter  capacity,  and  cleaned  to  rid  them  of  any  particle  of  earth 
or  of  grapevine. 

3.  Grape  marc  must  be  packed  in  well-closed  cases  or  casks. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Shipments  of  any  kind  admitted  for  importation  or  transit  must  not  contain 
fragments  or  leaves  of  grapevines. 

Articles  held  by  the  customs  for  violation  of  this  regulation  are  returned  to 
the  point  of  departure  at  the  expense  of  the  interested  person.  Reshipment 
shall  be  effected  by  the  person  who  made  the  customs  declaration.  If  no 
declaration  was  made,  or  if  the  declarant  refuses  to  reship  the  articles,  they 
shall  be  burned. 

Articles  upon  which  the  experts  find  phylloxera,  or  suspicious  signs  thereof, 
are  immediately  burned,  with  their  packing.  In  such  a  case  a  report  is 
prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  government  of  the  country  of  origin. 

The  cost  of  inspection  is  charged  exclusively  against  the  interested  persons, 
as  are  those  of  disinfection,  if  that  is  found  necessary. 

CERTIFICATION   REQUIRED    OF    SHIPMENTS    POTATOES,    TOMATOES,    AND   EGGPLANTS 

Colorado  potato-beetle  decree  of  June  30,  1923 

Art.  1.  The  importation  into  Belgium  of  potato  tubers  or  plants,  or  of  fruits 
or  plants  of  tomatoes  and  eggplants,  is  authorized  only  when  the  shipments 
are  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  the  phytopathological  service  of  the 
exporting  country,  affirming  that  those  products  come  from  a  district  free  from 
the  Colorado  potato  beetle,  Leptinotarsa   {Dorypliora)    decemlineata. 

To  be  regarded  as  coming  from  an  exempt  district  the  products  must  have 
been  grown  in  and  shipped  from  a  locality  situated  at  least  20  kilometers 
from  any  culture  infested  with  Leptinotarsa. 

Art.  2.  Importation  by  water  shall  be  made  only  through  the  customs  ports 
of  Antwerp,  Bruges,  Brussels,  Ghent,  Liege,  and  Ostend. 

Art.  3.  Shipments  not  accompanied  by  the  certificate  prescribed  by  art.  1 
shall  be  refused  entry,  unless  an  inspection  by  the  special  Belgium  phyto- 
pathological service,  made  at  the  expense  of  the  importer,  shows  the  shipments 
to  be  free  from  Leptinotarsa. 

Potato-icart  decree  of  March  28,  192S 

Art.  1.  The  importation  of  potatoes  into  Belgium  is  not  authorized  unless 
the  shipments  are  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  the  phytopathological 
service  of  the  country  of  origin,  affirming  that  the  tubers  come  from  a  district 
free  from  potato  wart,  Chrysophlyctis  endobiotica  (Syncliytrium  endobioticum) . 
.  To  be  regarded  as  coming  from  an  exempt  district  the  potatoes  must  have 
been  grown  in  and  shipped  from  a  locality  situated  at  least  20  kilometers 
from  any  land  infested  with  the  wart  disease. 

However,  tubers  harvested  in  and  shipped  from  a  locality  situated  in  a 
district  not  exempt  from  potato  wart,  but  more  than  500  meters  from  infected 
land,  may  be  admitted  if  they  are  accompanied  by  certificates  establishing,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  that  the  shipments  have 
been  inspected  by  the  said  service  and  found  free  from  the  wart  disease. 

Art.  2.  Importation  by  water  shall  be  made  only  through  the  customs  ports 
of  Antwerp,  Bruges,  Brussels,  Ghent,  Liege,  Lillo,  and  Ostend. 

Art.  3.  Shipments  not  accompanied  by  one  of  the  certificates  prescribed  by 
art.  1  shall  be  refused  entry,  unless  an  inspection  by  the  special  Belgian 
Phytopathological  Service,  made  at  the  expense  of  the  importer,  shows  the 
shipments  to  be  free  from  the  wart  disease.

BBITISH   HONDURAS 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 314,  Supplement  No.  1.  August  25,  1931. 

The  text  of  proclamation  No.  3,  of  May  27,  1931,  has  just  been  received,  the 
effective  portion  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

"From  the  first  day  of  June,  1931,  all  importations  of  fruits  (except  green 
bananas,  nuts,  and  dried  or  processed  fruits),  vegetables  (except  Irish  potatoes, 
onions,  canned  or  processed  vegetables,  grains,  seeds,  dried  beans  and  peas), 
and  any  description  of  earth  or  soil,  or  any  articles  packed  therewith,  from 
any  source,  are  prohibited,  provided  however  that  this  Proclamation  shall  not 
be  applicable  to  such  fruits  and  vegetables  as  are  the  products  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Ireland,  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  which  shall  in  the  case  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Ireland,  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  stating  that  such  products  are 
home  grown." 

This  proclamation  repeals  proclamation  No.  3  of  1930,  consequently  the  re- 
quirement of  certificates  of  origin  with  shipments  of  fruits  and  vegetables  from 
the  United  States  to  British  Honduras  has  been  abolished.  ( See  pages  1  and  2 
of  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 314.  in  which  this  supplement  should  be  included.)

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Potato-Wart  Certificate  Required  with  Shipments  of  Rooted  Plants  and 

with  Bulbs 

Consignments  including  plants  with  roots  or  underground  stems,  such  as  fruit 
or  other  trees,  shrubs,  perennial  flower,  and  bedding  plants,  vegetables  with 
roots,  onions,  bulbs,  and  pot  plants,  shall  be  shipped  directly  from  the  place 
where  they  were  grown,  and  a  certificate  issued  by  an  official  plant  inspector,  or 
other  expert  in  plant  pathology  and  insect  pests  in  the  exporting  country,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  customs  authorities  after  being  legalized  by  a  Swedish  dip- 
lomat or  consular  officer  stating  that  the  place  of  cultivation  is  free  from  infec- 
tion with  potato  wart  {Syncliytrium  endobioticum) ,  and  that  potato  wart  has 
not  occurred  during  the  five  immediately  preceding  years  within  a  radius  of 
5  kilometers  from  the  place  of  cultivation. 

The  requirement  that  shipment  shall  be  made  directly  from  the  place  where 
grown  is  dispensed  with  if  a  certificate  issued  by  competent  authority  above 
mentioned  is  presented  to  the  customs  authorities  stating  that  the  place  where 
the  plants  have  been  stored  in  the  country  of  exportation  is  free  from  infection 
with  potato  wart  and  that  potato  wart  has  not  occurred  during  the  five  immedi- 
ately preceding  years  within  a  radius  of  5  kilometers  from  the  place  of  storage, 
and  in  addition  thereto,  that  when  the  plants  were  imported  from  the  country 
where  grown,  they  were  accompanied  by  a  certificate  setting  forth  these  same 
facts  with  respect  to  the  place  of  their  cultivation.  (Circular  letter  of  March  2, 
1928,  to  the  board  of  customs.)  Each  consignment  shall  be  so  marked  and 
numbered  as  not  to  give  rise  to  any  doubt  as  to  the  identity  of  the  plants  con- 
tained therein  with  the  plants  mentioned  in  the  accompanying  certificate. 
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Inspection  Certificate  Required  with  Plants  Listed  in  Decree  No.  93 

Decree  92  also  provides  that  any  consignment  including  plants  listed  in 
Decree  93  may  be  admitted  into  Sweden  if  it  complies  with  the  preceding 
requirements  and  if  accompanied  by  an  inspection  certificate  issued '  by  the 
competent  authorities  already  mentioned,  stating  that  the  plants  or  plant 
parts  are  not  infected  by  any  of  the  diseases  or  parasites  mentioned  in  Decree 
No.  93.

Additional  Information  Required  in  Certificates 

Certificates  shall  furnish  also  the  following  information : 

1.  Names  and  addresses  of  sender  and  receiver. 

2.  Names  of  country  and  place  where  the  plants  or  plant  parts  were  grown, 
also  the  name  and  address  of  the  grower,  if  not  grows  by  the  shipper. 

3.  The  manner  in  which  the  goods  were  shipped  to  Sweden. 

4.  The  number  and  kind  of  packages,  with  marks  and  numbers. 

5.  Quantity  and  description  of  goods. 

6.  Date  of  issue  of  certificate. 

7.  Name,  official  title,  and  address  of  the  issuer. 

Two  copies  of  the  respective  certificates  shall  be  sent  to  the  Central  Institute 
for  Agricultural  Research  (Centralanstalten  for  Forsoksvasendet  pa  Jordbruk- 
somradet)  under  the  address  "  Experimentalfaltet,  Sweden,"  in  time  to  reach 
the  institute  not  later  than  the  arrival  of  the  goods  in  Sweden. 

Summary  of  Certification  Requirements 

Each  consignment  of  plants  and  plant  products  listed  in  Decree  No.  92  shall 
be  accompanied  by: 

{a)  An  itemized  invoice. 

(b)  A  declaration  that  it  does  not  contain  any  of  the  plants  listed  in  Decree 
No.  93. 

(o)  Any  consignment  including  plants  with  roots  or  underground  stems  (1) 
shall  be  shipped  directly  from  the  place  where  grown  and  (2)  shall  also  be 
accompanied  by  a  potato-wart  certificate  or,  (3)  if  not  shipped  directly  from 
place  where  grown,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  competent  au- 
thority of  the  exporting  country  affirming  that  the  place  of  storage  is  free  from 
potato  wart,  etc. 

(d)  Any  consignment  including  plants  listed  in  Decree  No.  93  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  preceding  requirements,  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued 
by  competent  authority  stating  that  the  plants  or  parts  thereof  are  not  infected 
by  any  of  the  diseases  or  parasites  mentioned  in  Decree  No.  93. 

(Royal  Decree  No.  93,  April  9,  1927)

Potatoes  Must  Be  Certified 

Potatoes  may  be  imported  into  Sweden  on  condition  that  each  consignment 
is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  a  duly  authorized  Government  expert 
in  the  country  of  export  affirming : 

1.  That  the  consignment  is  free  from  infection  with  the  potato-wart  disease, 
and  that  it  is,  in  general,  in  a  healthy  and  good  condition ; 

2.  That  the  potato  wart  is  not  known  to  exist  or  to  have  existed  in  the 
country  of  export  during  a  period  of  six  years  prior  to  the  date  of  issuing  the 
certificate ; 

3.  That  in  the  country  of  export  the  importation  of  potatoes  is  prohibited  from 
other  countries  which  are  not  shown  to  be  free  from  potato  wart ; 

4.  That  the  packing  material  has  not  previously  been  used. 

The  competence  of  the  official  issuing  this  certificate  shall  be  certified  to  by 
a  Swedish  diplomat  or  consular  officer  in  the  country  of  export.  Copies  of  this 
certificate  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Swedish  Central  Institute  for  Agricultural 
Research  (Centralanstalten  for  Forsoksvasendet  pa  Jordbruksomradet)  under 
the  address  Experinientalfaltet,  Sweden.     (Royal  decree  of  January  11,  1927.) 


PLANT-QUARANTINE    RESTRICTIONS    OF    THE    UNION    OF    SOUTH    AFRICA 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 297,  Supplement  No.  1.  August  25,  1931. 

Proclamation  No.  173  of  April  21,  1931,  as  published  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  Government  Gazette  of  May  8,  1931,  reads  as  follows : 

"  Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  on  me  conferred  by  section  fourteen  (a) 
of  Act  No.  11  of  1911,  as  amended  by  Act  No.  6  of  1924,  I  hereby  declare,  pro- 
claim, and  make  known  that  as  and  from  the  date  of  this  proclamation  the 
definition  of  the  word  •  plant '  in  section  three  of  Act  No.  6  of  1924,  shall  include 
the  seeds  of  elm,  including  all  species  of  Uhnus,  the  seeds  of  lucerne  {Medicago 
sativa),  the  seeds  of  tea  (Camellia  thea),  and  the  seeds  of  tomato  (Lycopersi- 
cum  esculentum) ." 

importation  of  certain  seeds  restricted  or  prohibited 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  this  proclamation  the  first  paragraph  of  circular 
P.  Q.  C.  A. — 297,  under  the  caption  "  Plants  affected,"  should  be  amended  to 
read : 

"  The  agricultural  pests  act  applies  to  all  plants  and  living  parts  thereof, 
including  fruits,  tubers,  bulbs,  etc.,  but  does  not  include  seeds,  except  those  of 
alfalfa  (lucerne),  barley,  cotton,  maize,  peach,  elm  (Ulmus  spp.),  tea  (Camellia 
thea),  and  tomato,  as  well  as  seed  acorns  and  chestnuts." 

Regulation  10  (2)   of  Government  Notice  No.  366  of  1912  reads  as  follows: 

The  issue  of  a  permit  being  in  the  discretion  of  the  department,  a  permit 
will  not  be  issued  to  any  person  to  introduce  from  oversea  into  the  Union — 

(a)  Any  kind  of  tree  or  plant,  not  including  fruit-tree  stocks,  ordinarily 
raised  from  seed,  if  the  seed  be  easily  procurable  in  South  Africa  or  can  be 
readily  introduced  in  a  viable  condition. 
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(&)  Any  variety  of  tree  or  fruit-bearing  plant  or  rose  listed  by  nurserymen 
within  the  Union  and  procurable  from  them  at  or  below  the  ordinary  price  for 
recent  novelties  of  its  class,  unless  convincing  evidence  is  brought  to'  show  that 
the  strain  of  the  variety  procurable  in  the  Union  is  an  inferior  one  or  untrue 
to  type; 

(o)         ? 

According  to  the  Union  of  South  Africa  Government  Gazette  of  May  8,  1931. 
regulation  10  (2)  has  been  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following": 

(d)  Citrus  (including  all  species),  •and  plants  or  seed  of  lucerne  {Medicago 
sativa),  except  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  subject  to  being  grown  in 
special  quarantine. 

(e)  Pome  fruit  trees,  including  ornamental  species  of  Malus  and  Pyrus, 
unless  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  from  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture or  other  recognized  institution  in  the  country  of  origin  stating  that  the 
disease  known  as  "fire  blight"  {Bacillus  amylovonus)  is  not  known  in  the 
premises  where  the  plants  were  grown. 

if)  Plants  and  seeds  of  tea  (Camellia  thea)  from  India,  Japan,  and  Taiwan 
(Formosa),  and  all  countries  where  the  disease  "blister  blight"  (Exobasidium 
vexans)  is  known  to  exist,  unless  accompanied  by  an-  official  certificate  from 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Indian  Tea  Association,  or  other  rec- 
ognized institution  in  the  country  of  origin,  that  the  said  disease  has  not 
occurred  within  10  miles  of  the  premises  where  the  seeds  were  produced. 

(g)  Plants  and  seeds  of  elms,  including  all  species  of  Ulmus  from  the  con- 
tinent of  Europe,  or  from  any  other  country  where  the  elm  disease  (GrapMum 
ulmi)  is  known  to  exist. 

(h)  Plants  and  seeds  of  chestnuts,  including  all  species  of  Castanea  from 
North  America,  or  any  other  country  where  the  disease  known  as  "  chestnut 
blight"  (Endothia  parasitica)  is  known  to  exist. 

On  and  after  January  1,  1932,  regulation  10  (2)  will  be  further  amended  by 
the  addition  of  the  following: 

(0  Tomato  seed  from  Germany.  Italy,  and  the  continent  of  North  America, 
or  from  any  other  country  where  "  bacterial  canker  "  of  tomato  (Aplanobacter 
mdchiganense)  is  known  to  exist,  unless  a  certificate  is  submitted  from  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  or  other  recognized  official  institution  in  the  country 
of  origin,  that  the  seed  was  produced  by  plants  found  to  be  free  from  the  said 
disease.

REVOCATION  OF  EXTERIOR  QUARANTINE  NO.    1 1 
(See  Supplement  No.  2,  June  22,  1931) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 284.  Supplement  No.  3.  August  25,  1931. 

The  Mexican  decree  of  June  27,  1931,  as  published  in  the  Diario  Oficial  of 
July  3,  1931,  revokes  Absolute  Exterior  Quarantine  No.  11,  which  prohibited  the 
importation  into  Mexico  of  corn,  broomcorn,  sorghum,  Sudan  grass,  straw,  etc. 
The  text  of  that  decree,  in  translation,  is  as  follows : 

Art.  1.  Absolute  Quarantine  No.  11  of  March  25.  of  the  current  year,  promul- 
gated against  invasion  bv  the  European  borer  of  corn  and  the  other  agricul- 
tural products  indicated  in  the  said  quarantine,  is  revoked. 

Art.  2.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  (Departamento 
de  Agricultura  y  Fomento)  is  authorized  to  dictate  special  provisions  to  protect 
the  national  agriculture  against  invasion  by  the  pest  in  question,  indicating  for 
that  purpose,  in  lists  that  will  be  published  in  the  official  journal  of  the  federa- 
tion, the  countries,  or  localities  which,  as  being  affected,  will  be  subject  to 
special  provisions. 

Art.  3.  After  publication  of  the  lists  referred  to  in  the  preceding  articles,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  will  formulate  regulations  on  the 
requirements  to  be  met  with  every  importation  from  quarantined  localities,  for 
which  purpose  interested  persons  shall  apply  in  advance  to  the  said  department 
for  a  permit  for  the  movement  of  those  products. 
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LIST  OF  QUARANTINED  COUNTRIES  AND  LOCALITIES 

The  resolution  of  the  same  date  declares  the  following-named  countries  and 

localities  to  be  infested  with  the  European  corn  borer  (Pi/rausta  nuMlaUs  Hb.)  :

United  States  (Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  New  Hampshire, 

Massachusetts,  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  New  Jersey, 

West  Virginia,  and  Indiana). 

Europe:  The  entire  continent. 

Asia:  Siberia  from  the  Ural  to  the  Amur ;  Asia  Minor  and  India. 
Africa:  The  northwest  (Morocco,  Algeria,  Tunisia).

AMENDMENT  TO  EXTERIOR  QUARANTINE  NO.   5,  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 

P.  Q.  C.  A. — 284,  Supplement  No.  4.  September  15,  1931. 

The  resolution  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  Public  "Works  (Secretaria 
de  Agricultura  y  Fomento)  of  June  22,  1931,  as  published  in  the  Diario  Oficial 
of  July  24,  1931,  amends  the  resolution  of  April  27,  1929,  which  amended  art.  1 
of  Exterior  Quarantine  No.  5  as  follows : 

"  Art.  1.  In  accordance  with  art.  43  of  the  Regulations  of  Agricultural  Sani- 
tary Police,  an  absolute  exterior  quarantine  is  established  against  all  classes 
of  fruits  with  soft  pericarps  and  against  truck  crops  (vegetables),  as  well  as 
against  plants  producing  the  same,  and  parts  thereof,  from  the  Azores,  Spain, 
Algeria,  Italy,  Tunisia,  South  Africa,  Australia,  Tasmania,  France,  New  Zea- 
land, Brazil,  Egypt,  Asiatic  Turkey,  Argentina,  West  Africa,  Madagascar, 
Greece,  Bermuda,  and  Hawaii." 

This  resolution  excludes  the  State  of  Florida  from  the  places  affected  by 
Exterior  Quarantine  No.  5.

Revocation  of  Exterior  Quarantine  No.  8 
list  of  countries  affected  by  flag- smut  and  take- all  diseases  of  wheat 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— 284,  Supplement  No.  5.  September  15,  1931. 

The  Presidential  decree  of  July  23,  1931,  published  and  effective  July  29, 
1931,  revokes  that  of  March  4,  1931,  which  established  Absolute  Exterior  Quar- 
antine No.  8  (see  Supplement  No.  1  to  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 284).  The  text 
follows : 

Art.  1.  The  Absolute  Quarantine  of  March  4.  1931,  which  was  promulgated 
against  the  agricultural  diseases  caused  by  the  fungi  "  TJrocystis  tritici  Koern." 
and  "  Ophiobolus  cariceti  (B.  and  Br.)  Sacc.  (O.  graminis  Sacc.),"  which  attack 
species  and  varieties  of  foreign  wheat,  is  revoked. 

Art.  2.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  (Secretaria  de 
Agricultura  y  Fomento)  is  authorized  to  dictate  special  provisions  which  may 
protect  the  national  agriculture  against  invasion  by  the  said  agricultural 
diseases,  indicating  for  that  purpose,  in  lists  that  will  be  published  in  the  official 
journal  of  the  federation,  the  countries  or  localities  which,  as  being  affected, 
should  be  subjected  to  special  provisions. 

Art.  3.  After  the  publication  of  the  lists  referred  to  in  the  preceding  article, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  will  issue  regulations  prescrib- 
ing the  requirements  which  every  importation  from  quarantined  localities  shall 
meet,  for  which  ptrrpcse  interested  persons  shall  apply  to  the  above-mentioned 
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department  in  advance  for  a  permit  for  the  importation  and  movement  of  these 
products. 

The  resolution  of  July  30,  1931,  published  and  effective  August  3.  1931, 
supplements  the  above  cited  decree  of  July  23,  1931.     The  text  follows : 

"  Complying  with  the  provisions  of  article  2  of  the  Presidential  decree  of 
July  23,  1931,  published  in  the  '  Diario  Oficial '  of  the  Federation,  of  July  29, 
of  the  same  year,  this  department  declares,  supported  by  reports  in  its  pos- 
session, that  in  the  countries  indicated  below  there  exist  the  diseases  known 
as  '  flag-smut  and  take-all,  caused,  respectively,  by  the  fungi  Urooystis  tritici 
Koern.  and  Ophiobolus  cariceti  (B.  and  Br.)  Sacc.  (0.  grammti  Sacc.)  and 
that,  therefore,  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  article  3  of  the  same 
decree,  interested  persons,  in  moving  wheat  originating  in  the  said  countries, 
shall  previously  apply  for  and  obtain  a  permit  from  the  department.' 

"  The  countries  in  which  Urocystis  tritici  exists  are :  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica (States  of  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Kansas),  Japan,  China,  Union  of  South 
Africa,  India,  Italy,  and  Spain. 

"The  countries  in  which  there  is  OpMooolus  (graminis)  cariceti  are:  United 
States  of  America  (States  of  New  York,  Washington,  California,  Oregon. 
Arkansas,  Kansas,  Indiana,  Tennessee,  and  North  Carolina),  Canada,  Argen- 
tina, Sweden,  Italy,  France,  Germany,  Czechoslovakia.  England,  Denmark, 
Austria,  Portugal,  Hungary,  Poland,  Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  India, 
and  Japan."

PENALTIES  IMPOSED   FOR  VIOLATIONS   OF   THE   PLANT 
QUARANTINE  ACT 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  administration  during  the  period  July  1 
to  September  30,  1931,  penalties  have  recently  been  imposed  by  the  proper 
Federal  authorities  for  violations  of  the  plant  quarantine  act,  as  follows : 

DISTRICT    OF   COLUMBIA  PLANT  REGULATIONS 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  The  Stumpp  &  Walter  Co.  (Inc.),  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  in  the  shipment  of  300  gladiolus  bulbs  into  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia without  State  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
fined  $25.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  434.) 

EUROPEAN   CORN-BORER  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  The  Hicksville  Grain  Co.,  Hicksville, 
Ohio,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  one  carload  of  shelled  corn  from  the 
1-generation  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside,  without  the  required  certificate 
or  permit,  the  defendant  pleaded  nolo  contendere  and  was  fined  $50  and  costs. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  409.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Bert  Ware.  Fulton,  N.  Y..  in  the  interstate 
shipment  of  8  bags  of  green  corn  on  the  cob  to  a  point  outside  of  the  regulated 
area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25.  (Plant  Quarantine  Case 
No.  417.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Tom  Demasse,  Fulton,  N.  Y..  in  the  inter- 
state shipment  of  24  baskets  of  green  corn  on  the  cob  to  a  point  outside  of  the 
regulated  area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $20.  (Plant 
Quarantine  Case  No.  418.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Grand  Rapids  Growers  (Inc.).  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  30  pounds  of  shelled  corn  to  a 
point  outside  of  the  regulated  area,  without  the  required  certificate  or  permit, 
the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50.  (Plant  Quarantine  Case 
No.  427.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Railway  Express  Agency  (Inc.),  in 
the  interstate  transportation  of  30  pounds  of  shelled  corn  to  a  point  outside  of 
the  regulated  area,  without  the  required  certificate  or  permit,  the  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  428.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  George  Fish,  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  in  the  inter- 
state shipment  from  a  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside  thereof,  of  24  bags  of 
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green  corn  on  the  cob,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $20.  (Plant 
Quarantine  Case  No.  416.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Dewey  Dietrich,  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
interstate  shipment  from  a  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside  thereof,  of  2  bags 
of  pop  corn  on  the  cob,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $10.  (Plant 
Quarantine  Case  No.  420.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Livingston  Seed  Co.  (Inc.),  in  the 
interstate  shipment  from  a  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside  thereof,  of  24 
pounds  of  seed  corn,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $1.  (Plant 
Quarantine  Case  No.  374.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Erie  Railroad  Co.,  in  the  interstate 
transportation  of  163  bags  of  shelled  corn  and  40  barrels  of  corn  on  the  cob 
from  a  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside  thereof,  without  inspection  and  certifi- 
cation, the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  S10.
